Drew  Pearson  in  the  Washington 
Merry-Go-Round,  January  31,  1950 
reported-- 

' Representative  John  Dingell  of 
iuichigan  said  to  President  Truman: 
'"The  costliest  'economy'  move  ever 
made  by  congress  was  when  it  lopped 
7,000  internal  revenue  agents  off 
the  payroll  two  years  ago.  We 
saved  ^20, 000, 000  by  that  cut,  but 
it  cost  the  government  about  §600, 
000,000  in  uncollected  taxes."' 

United  States  Women  Hold  An  Est- 
imated 10%   Of  This  Nation's  Wealth, 
but  as  a  woman  Technocrat,  I  am 
not  Interested  in  offensive  or  de- 
fensive politics.   Mr.  Dingell 's 
statements  verify  the  crisis  in  ad- 
ministration.  Personal  security 
at  top  levels  hangs  In  the  balance: 
will  individual  government  pay 
checks  suffer  In  the  ratio  of  1  to 
30?  How  will  crisis  aiffect  the  pay 
checks  of  17,326,000  U.S.  business 
and  professional  women  and  the 
lives  of  the  88  million  women  who 
just  work  for  'love'? 

Glorious  Spring  is  here  I   This 
crisis  in  administration  holds 
/vmerica  in  mid-air  with  roots  ex- 
posed.  Today  the  social  contest 
is  between  the  development  of  an 
entirely  nev;,  named  organic  struc- 
ture--llke  a  new  rose  or  fruit-- 
and  the  transmitting  of  herltary 


functions  in  the  make-up  of 
classic  administration.  Which 
characteristics  do  we  want  to  sur- 
vive in  this  cultural  process? 
Has  science  sported  a  social  mu- 
tant able  to  survive? 

We  are  told  the  sons  of  Noah 
colonized  the  earth,  but  even  be- 
fore Noah  directed  classic  admin- 
istration, Edenlc  Mystery  pene- 
trated each  of  Woman' s  contacts 
with  birth,  social  Intercourse, 
and  death.   Tap  root  that  it  was, 
RnrSTERY  worked  beliefs  into  every 
scribe  from  Duauf,  1300  B.C,,  to 
contemporary  'wise'  writers  and 
'thinkers,'   Its  handmaiden-- 
BUREiaiURACY — always  bedded  leaders 
with  power  at  the  expense  of  both 
followers  and  antagonists.   Only 
those  very  few  persons  who  in- 
sisted upon  factual  evidence  have 
ever  been  free.   Popular  consent 
victimized  all  others. 

The  Pharaohs,  Confucius,  Peri- 
cles, Cicero,  Charlemagne,  the 
Popes,  Cromwell,  Alexander  Hamil- 
ton, were  great  administrators. 
The  epitaph  for  each  should  be : 
'He  'ifVho  Hopes  To  Violate  Mystery 
And  Prestige,  Be  Damned  To  Eternal 
Poverty  And  The  Hydrogen  Bomb.' 
For  their  thoughts  and  actions 
have  lived  after  them  in  the 
shaped  misery  of  our  dispossessed 
and  unemployed  fellow  citizens. 
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V'Jhat   are  the  main  features  in 
classic  administration? 

Classic  administration  is  'legi- 
timate,' is  usually  called  civili- 
zation, regardless  of  who  did  the 
launchlng;--tribe,  church,  magis- 
trate, convention,  or  by  constitu- 
tion.  Democracy  to  t]^e   contrary, 
civilizations ' s  objective  satisfies 
the  policies  of  the  IN  group  as 
opposed  to  ALL  OUT  groups.   Civi- 
lization's functions  are  to  arbi- 
".rcirily  stabilize  any  status  quo 
for  permanency.   Civilization  In- 
corporates the  strictest  possible 
l)ureDuracy;  its  'micht'  is  its 
'right.' 

The  civic  \'7orld  persecutes  the 
uncompromising  social  elements-- 
the  socalled  unskilled,  drudgery, 
illiterate,  uncontained  types,  and 
mistakenly  classifies  them  as  bioms. 
Usually  their  parent3--the  Woman 
c.lso  carried  her  share  of  the  bur- 
den— were  socially  subjected  or 
dispossessed  before  these  people 
v.ere  born.   Civilized  administra- . 
tion  stratifies  society.   The  soci- 
al stratification  conveniently  ar- 
rangr-G  the  people  and  operations 
so  that  the  primitive  perversive 
desires  of  the  most  aggressive  can 
bear  fruit. 

In  contrast:  what  in  Technologi- 
cal Functional  Administration? 

Howard  Scott,  in  'Science  and  So- 
ciety, '  has  given  us  the  definition 
of  technology:   'Technology  is  the 
large-scale  application  of  physical 
science  to  the  processes  of  produc- 
tion and  distribution  so  as  to  a- 
chieve  continuous  mass  prodi^ction 
v;ith  a  minimum  of  human  effort  com- 
bined with  the  highest  productivity 
per  unit  of  extraneous  energy  con- 
sumed ,  ' 

Technological  functional  adminis- 
tration is "SCIENTIFIC  DESIGN  by 
which  to  operate  our  North  American 


social  living.   It  touches  all 
mass  (as  opposite  to  personal  in- 
dividual) details,' big  or  little; 
eliminates  irrelevent  ones;  re- 
allocates industries  to  remove 
overlapping;  junks  inadequate 
structures  and  equipment;  redis- 
tributes industries  and  popula- 
tions In  accordance  with  geograph- 
ic ai.i  technologic  specifications; 
and  undertakes  research  which  pro- 
motes unity  within  all  operations. 

The  results  which  you  and  I 
most  probably  will  hear,  see,  and 
feel  derive  from  anatomical  struc- 
ture.  All  living  things  exempli- 
fy a  body  organization  suited  to 
the  particular  demands  of,  say  a 
fish,  tree,  dog,  man,  or  specific- 
ally, the  social  unit.   Anatom?.  "■• 
ally  united,  instead  of  being  2±v- 
ically  stratified,  our  North  Amer- 
ican society  can  produce  a  uni- 
formly completa  high  standard  in 
individual  social  well  being. 
Whether  our  society  defaults  or 
lives  in  full  rncasi^re,  depends 
upon  the  weakness  or  r:r.rength  we 
mature  women  build  r'.nr.o  its  frame- 
work as  a  social  organism. 

How  <5o  today's  civic  administra- 
tors <3ifrer  from  technologic  ad- 
ministrators? 

Civic  administrators  are  incen- 
tivo  conscious.   They  are  spurred 
by  political  rewards,  and/or  bo- 
nuses, 'gilt  edge'  pensions,  mys- 
terious apostolic  promises,  in 
short,  by  the  Price  System's  in- 
stitutiojnalized  structure.   Perso- 
nal gain,  promotion,  preferment, 
lead  civic  administrators  to  be 
show-offs  with  thoughts  like, 
'Let  the  other  fellow  get  booted 
about  or  starve,  we  are  riding 
high: ' 

Contrastingly,  Technological 
Administrators  apnreciate  cause 
and  effect,  and  effect  again  be- 
coming cause.   They  are  sequence 


--direct Ion- -conscious, 

Albert  Lepawsky,  teacher  and  Edu- 
cational Director  to  the  Southern 
:egional  Training  program  involving 
Alabama,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  in 
his  book  '/Administration,'  copy- 
righted 1949,  quotes  many  people. 
Staying  within  the  500  word  limit 
';^ermitted,  three  quotes  are  here 
offered  to  re-emphasize  ray  own 
meaning. 

The  president  of  Sperry  Gyroscope 
■jompany,  Reginald  E,  Gillmore, 
rote  in  'The  Ultimate  Science,' 
(1947)  referring  to  scientific  ad- 
ministration:  'Its  objective  is 
order;  order  among  men;  order  which 
will  permit  their  free  co-operation 
and  the  release  and  utilization  of 
t)ie  great  potentialities  for  good 
that  their  progress  toward  order 
has  already  created,  potentialities 
that  will  be  multiplied  beyond  pres- 
ent comprehension 'by  the  attainment 
of  higher  degrees  of  order*, -•■>  i 

'Administration  is  at  present  a 
very  approximate  art.   It  has  no 
laws  which  have  been  verified  by 
exact  observation.   The  principles^ 
or  more  correctly  precepts,  which 
have  been  evolved  by  students  of 
the  subject  are  not  generally  ac- 
cepted or  even  known  to  the  great 
majority  of  administrators.   Soci- 
ety does  not  recognize  any  pro- 
fession of  administration  or  the 
desirability  of  establishing  any 
qualifications,  men  often  arrive 
in  important  administrative  posi- 
tions with  little  knowledge  of  ad- 
ministrative principles  and  fre- 
quently without  administrative  ex- 
perience or  aptitude,' 

This  Is  a  special  notice:   Tech- 
nocrats do  not  recognize  politics 
as  a  science.   With  this  explana- 
tion, I  quote  Mr.  Lepav/sky's  own 
words: 


'Five  recognized  fields,  singly 
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or  in  combination  seem  to  have 
constituted  the  core  subjects  of 
administration:  (1)  the  classical 
studies  or  humanities;  (2)  the 
legal  studies;  (3)  political  sci- 
ence or  public  administration; 
(4)  economics  or  business  adminis- 
tration; (5)  the  social  sciences, 
Including  psychology  and,  social 
statl  itics, ' 

We  Technocrats  know  that  techno- 
logical administrators  are  differ- 
ent from  civic  administrators  be- 
cause technological  administrators 
are  definitely  social  mut^ints 
from  the  primitive  thinking  and 
behaving  underwritten  by  Mystery 
and  Force, 

Mutations  in  animal  and  plant • 
life  are  the  result  of  a  change 
having  taken  place  in  otherwise 
hereditary  traits  during  trans- 
mission from  parents  to  offspring. 
Mutants  are  commonly  called 
'sports,'  This  term  might  plant  a 
d'ortJgatory  concept,  if  left  unex- 
plained, but  factually,  MAN  pro- 
gresses both  through  nature's  uni- 
formity and  in  her  capacity  for, 
and  proceedure  of,  change.   Nature 
Is  duallstlc  in  her  unity.   She 
nev&r  changes  a  sack  of  flour  in- 
to a  watermelon  and  that  in  turn 
into  a  house,  but  over  all  change 
Is  constantly  occurlng, 

America's  crisis  lies  in  the 
seeming  inability  of  North  Ameri- 
cans to  voluntarily  recognize 
the  change  in  social  relation- 
ships already  established.   The 
advanced  state  of  our  technologi- 
cal progress  and  scientific  geni- 
us no  longer  accepts  the  constric- 
tion Imposed  by  classic  adminis- 
tration. 

Limited  and  bankrupted  markets 
and  insufficient  purchasing  power 
,.  force  the  vast  army  of  trained 
engineers,  technicians,  small- 
business  people — all  of  them 
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civilized  at  varying  deffree3--into 
the  overflowing  ranks  of  the  dis- 
possessed ('bums').   V/ith  the  fed- 
eral, state,  and  municipal  govern- 
ments, minute  by  minute,  goinp 
further  into  debt,  within  civic  ad- 
ministration WKERE  is  the  money 
with  which  to  pay  government  per- 
sonnel?  Time  has  ceased  to  be  a 
salable  commodity.   High  salaried 
i'rice  System  manaf^ers,  such  as  a 
president,  congressmen.  Justices, 
military  brass,  wont  work  for  zero. 
It  Is  very  difficult  for  the  women 
taxpa^rers  to  discriminate  between 
v/ho,  when  they  get  It,  gets  the 
tax  money,  professional  mouchers 
or  dicspossessed  'bums,' 

Crisis  is  crisis,  whether  it 
comes  to  a  person,  an  industry,  a 
nation  or  a  continent,   'ATien  it  '   - 
overtakes  the  Continent  all  share 
the  grave  problem.   Top  level  exe- 
cutives can  no  lonf'fer  plan,  organ- 
ize disciplines,  comnand  results. 
Foresight  deserts.   Wh^t  the  class- 
ic administrators  learned  in  t^l^eir 
younger  years  is  no  longer  even 
vaguely  useful;  because  North  Amer- 
ica's base  for  social  living — 
Price,  Value,  Support  for  the  hier- 
archy--cannot  be  stabilized  in  the 
world's  social  undertow.   How  can 
Woman's  property  Interests  in  urban 
real  estate  be  stabilized  or  en- 
hanced when  the  constant  fear  of  a 
hydrogen  bom.b  attack  is  continuous- 
ly preached? 

Brook  Adams  produced  a  series  of 
historical  writings.   Again  I  qu.ote 
from  Lepawsky's  book.   Brook  Adams 
said: 

' Perfection  in  administration 
must  be  commensurate  to  the  bulk 
and  momentum  of  the  mass  to  be  ad- 
ministered, otherwise  the  centrif- 
ugal will  overcome  the  centripetal 
force,  and  the  mass  will  disinte- 
grate. . . . 

'Administration  is  the  capacity 


of  •co-ordinating  many,  and  often 
conflicting,  social  energies  in  a 
single  organism,  so  cdroltly  thr^t 
they  shall  operate  as  a  unity, ' 

North  America  is  not  even  uni- 
fied in  failure.   Technocrats, 
while  not  pacifists,  cannot  be  e- 
motlonallzed  into  World  n'ar  III 
frenzy.   Classic  government  can 
declare  war  or  peace,  but  only 
technology  can  assure  security. 

Technological  Administrators 
are  Technocracy's  leaders.   Sci- 
ence taught  us  the  specifications 
necessary  for  our  Continental  Hy- 
rology--water  and  plenty  of  It 
for  drinking,  agriculture,  power, 
navigation,  sanitation,  industry, 
fire  protection.   Science  laid 
down  the  specifications  for  high- 
ways, airbases  and  airports, 
transmission  lines,  gas  and  oil 
pipelines,  public  and  private 
housing,  pro»^uction,  distribution 
of  igoods  and  services,  research. 
Continental  defense,  social  rela- 
tions.  Science  provided  us  'vith 
the  tool  TECHNOLOGICAL  ADMIN ISTRA- 
TION--whereby  we  can  survive. 

Do  we  have  the  will  to  survive 
the  transplanting  of  North  Ameri- 
can social  affairs  into  the  cletv.i 
and  fertile  soil  of  the  new  ad- 
ministrative era?  Wc  do.   And  w:; 
name  this  new  anatomical  organizr:- 
tion  of  p\iblic  affairs--T?IE  TECH- 
NATE  OF  AMERICA.   You  can't  buy 
it,  but  "ou  can  fit  yours«-'.lf  for 
it.

Then  the  telephone'in 
the  back  of  the  store  rang. 'Hello J

the  order,  I'll  tell  him,'

Manufacturers  supply 
sales-stimulating  material.   The 
druggist  "Is  more  concerned  with 
merchandising  than  with  public 
health  and  gratis  service.   His 
profit  often  encourages  radio  and 
newspaper  advertising  and  give- 
away come  hithcrs.   His  'profession' 
is  a  competitive  race  against  ob- 
solescence.  Including  chain  units 
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there  are  58,000  drug  store  In 
United  States, 

V"/here  will  the  drug  store  busi- 
ness be  when  complete  technologi- 
cal distribution  methods  are  in- 
stalled?  Vfliat  then  will  Mr.  Phar- 
macist do  with  himself?  Disap- 
pear like  the  glass  blower  and 
hand-made  cigar,  man?  He  certain- 
ly v;ont  have  to  be  a  contest  ;)■>'?  - 
licizer,  nor  crowd  his  brain  with 
other  sales  promotion  ideas.   For 
there  wont  be  any.   His  technical 
training  may  fit  him  somewhere  in 
the  functions  necessary  to  main- 
tain health.   But  /9^  might  be  a 
vanishing  symbol. 

Next  time  you  take  care  of  your 
nailSj  is  a  good  time  to  ask  your- 
self:  'V/here  will  all  varieties 
of  salespeople  be  v/hen  technology 
eliminates  merchandising?'

Canada,  di3co\»r±igdiamonds— 'not 
worth  a  continental, '  and  the 
French  grant  to  Monts  of  the  fur 
monopoly. 

Also,  the  London  Company,  greedy 
British  'noblemen, '  'chartered'  it- 
self three  times  in  order  to  grab 
the  land  and  resources  of  Virginia, 
Thoy  bought  white  slavc3--servants 
In  England — and  resold  them  horo, 
XPnen   the  servant  category  ran  low, 
British  'scum'  proved  profitable. 
But  servant  or  'scum,'  these  peo- 
ple used  their  back,  arm,  and  leg 
muscles  to  work  with.   As  a  result^ 
tobacco  production  increased, 
black  slaves  were  then  imported 
from  Guinea,  Trespassing  individ- 
ual 'rights'  was  legal.   So  our 
adopted  Price  System  forced  his 
fangs  into  the  European  tobacco 
trade— 120  to  160  pounds  of  tobac- 
co could. buy  a  v;ifo  for  a  newly- 
made  American  private  enterpriser.

Second,  'right  must  prevail' — 
the  'right'  of  'value,'   'Value 
established  'justice.'

By  1934,  this  Viper-god  had  ex- 
pediently erected  every  legal  barr- 
ier v/hich  our  high-grade  Senators, 
Representatives  and  'outside'  cor- 
poration lawyers  could  get  through 
Congress,  against  smooth  transi- ' 
tion  from  oijir  physical  state  of 
scarcity  to  our  'all  ready'  state 
of  abundance.

'DEMOCRACY'  AND  'THE  MARKET' 

^//hat  has  happened  to  democracy 
.vith  its  two  hundred  sixty- seven 
billion  dollars'  annual  turnover, 
versus,  yearly  more  than  three  hun- 
dred seven  billion  kilowatt-hours? 
President  Truman's  Midyear  Econom- 
ic Report  said,  '*with  productivity 
per  man-hour  in  manufacturing  be- 
lieved by  some  agencies  to  be  ris- 
ing at  an  annual  rate  of  three  per 
cent^?'we  consumers  ask. 

From  ancient  civilization  until 
today,  several  kinds  of  democracy 
existed  between  haves  as  one  social 
entity,  between  have-nots  as  ano- 
ther distinctive  social  entity, 
however,  the  two  never  merged  ex- 
cept in  U,S,  political  propaganda: 
the  market  brought  Americans^  hands 
and  speeches  together,  but  insti- 
tutionalized psychologic  and  physi- 
cal divorce.  We  printed  and  broad- 
casted bipartisan  magnanimity;  we 
practiced  party  stand-patlsm.  Mean- 
ivhile  technology  progressively 
slapped  our  democracy  dovm, 

NORTH  AMERICAN  DEMOCRACIES 

Canadian  and  United  States  democ- 
racies were  founded,  each,  to  pro- 
tect his  own  'our'  markets,  never 
to  be  considerate  of  consumers. 
Nature  permitted  60  million  North 
American  bisons,  millions  of  our 
finest  trees  to  become  extlict, 
and  economists  permitted--no, 
forced — millions  of  our  citizens 
to  give  their  lives  in  battle.  Both 
•Janadian  and  U,S,  producers  an- 
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chored  the  producer  'right'  to 
guarantee  Internal  and  external 
markets  as  bedrock  for  their  re- 
spective governments.   All  Price 
System  Institutions  rooted  in 
the  subsequent  layers  of  social 
soil.  As  consumers,  we  have  al- 
ways had  to  pay  their  bills. 

But  Time  changed  our  environ- 
ment economic  control  to  binomial 
confusion.  Economics  is  the  Price 
System  method  of  making  most  men 
'eam,^  so  that  a  few  get  their 
livelihoods  for  nothing.  Binomi- 
al confusion  results  when  people 
twist  the  realities  of  technology 
with  the  idea  of  'earning'  their 
various  livings.

The 
ecologic  environment  in  North 
America— man  with  his  technology — 
compels  Itself  upon  us, 

COMMUNISM  SCARE- 
POLITICAL  BURLESQUE 

Communism  for  North  America 
couldn't  be  anything  but  a  pollt* 
leal  burlesquo--peep  show  for  the 
economic  weary.  A  cavorting  tael 
or  yuan  dollar,  a  lithesome  Sov- 
iet ruble,  a  v;inklng  Yugoslavian 
dinar,  don't  measure  anything  for 
America  except  our  own  financial 
off-the-record  capers,  not  even 
the  strength  or  weakness  of  mili- 
tary opposition.  Why  get  scared 
into  World  War  III  over  a  substi- 
tute 'come  hither'?  North  Ameri- 
cans, know  the  'social  facts  of 
life: '  that  the  American  dollar

We  are  made  to  listen  to  'Sell- 
ing activates  our  high  standard 
of  living, '   'Consumers  buy  sat- 
isfaction, '   Do  v/e?  VtHio  of  us 
really  wants  the  opportunity  to 
pay  a  wide  m.argin  of  profit  to 
someone  else?  The  U,S,  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  reported  that  July 
15,  1950  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
for  food  registered  210;  for  clo- 
thing 184.7;  rent  124,4;  fuel, 
electricity  and  refrigeration 
139, 5j  (1935-59  «100) .   Profits 
were  11%   higher  than  a  year  ago. 
Consumer,  do  you  enjoy  the 
swindle? 

WAKE  UP! 

At  least  7000  years  of  muscle- 
spending,  then,  half  century  ago 
TECHNOLOGY  killed  the  market  that 
laid  the  democracy  egg.

'The  simple  fact  is  that  it  is 
impossible  for  any  man  to  contri- 
bute to  the  social  system  the  phy- 
sical equivalent  of  what  it  costs 
to  maintain  him  from  birth  to  death 
— and  the  higher  the  physical  stan- 
dard of  living  the  greater  is  this 
discrepancy.,.. 


fit  costs  the  social  system  on  the 
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North  American  Continent  (1936) 
the  energy  equivalent  to  nearly 
10  tons  of  coal  per  year  to  main- 
tain one  man  at  the  average  pres- 
ent standard  of  living,  and  no 
contribution  he  can  possibly  make 
in  terms  of  energy  conversion  of 
his  individual  effort  v;ill  repay 
the  social  system  the  cost  of  his 
social  maintenance, 

'Since  any  human  being,  regard- 
less of  his  personal  contribution 
•,,,is  dependent  (upon)  the  ener- 
gy resources  upon  which  society 
operates:  ,,, since  kilowatt  hours 
constitutes  the  common  physical 
cost  of  all  social  operations,,.; 
since  also  the  energy  cost  of 
maintaining  a  human  being  exceeds 
his  ability  to  repay,  we  can 
abandon  the  fiction  that  what  one 
is  to  receive  is  in  payment  for 
what  he  has  done,  and  recognize 
that  what  we  are  really  doing  is 
utilizing  the  bounty  that  nature 
has  provided  us,,,. 

'On  this  basis  our  distribution 
then  becomes  foolproof  and  in- 
credibly simple,...

of  fclys  world; 

'The  social  si<Tnificance  of  the 
un<iqual  distribution  of  the 
■world's  minerals  is  that  indus- 
trial equality  on  the  various 
areas  of  the  earth's  surface  ic 
a  physical  impossibility. ' 

The  1956  U.S.  Minerals  Yearbook 
statistically  verified  Technocra- 
cy's presentation.   North  Ajneri- 
ca's  nine  per  cent  of  the  world's 
population,  under  the  handicap  of 
depression  (1952-34)  nroduced  no 
less  than  42. 07^  of  the  world's

?!ow  distant  Aristotelean  content  is 
from  the  Mathematics,  Electronics, 
the  Applied  Technologies  of  our 

At  Aristotle's  time  PO^A^ER  TECH- 
NOLOGY DID  NOT  EXIST. 

Today,  your  pre -school  child 
knov.'s  more  of  reality  than  did  Ar- 
istotle, even  if  your  child  isn't 
considered  'a  great  intellect,'  For 
he  cannot  help  but  OBSERVE  POWER 
TEC!n:01L0Gy.   He  hears  the  radio, 
sees  television,  rides  in  a  motor 
vehicle,  eats  factory  processed 
foods,  smells  and  breathes  the  com- 
munity smog  or  its  cared-for  rose 
garden.   HE  IS  SENSE  CONSCIOUS. 

Nevertheless  he  is  assaulted  by 
the  aristocracy  of  words--the  Aris- 
totelean language  difficulties  im- 
ro:;r^d  by  the  classifications  Aris- 
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totle  arranged  and  St.  Thomas 
Aquinas,  a  scholastic  monk, helped 
to  p<3rpetuate.  For  one  thing, 
the  Price  System-crs  stress  that 
In  due  time  your  child  shall  mem- 
orize the  Constitution,  They  sn.7 
'Our  Constitution  was  based  upoi' 
what  was  best  in  all  past  consti 
tutiona.'   Unfortunate  for  us, 
our  Constitution  was  written  in 
the  language  and  the  concepts  of 
the  Price  System  of  pre-teclinolof 
ical  power. 

Our  Constitution  was  based  upon 
the  only  two  major  bodies  of 
thoiight  current  at  the  time — Ar- 
istotle's 384—322  B.Ce  world  ara 
later  Aquinas '3  A.D.  theology  mod- 
ified by  the  commercial  ideas  of 
the  early  land  swindlers.   Only 
a  small  portion  of  real  American 
revolutionary  experience  was  au- 
tomatically incorporated  to  tinge 
the  existing  aristocracy  of  the 
past.

canism* and  'democracy.*  The 
founding  fathers  and  later  v;e,

But  from  seemingly  nowhere,  in 
reality  from  that  slight  tinge  ox' 
our  REVOLUTIONARY  experience, 
POViTER  TECHNOLOGY  was  developed. 
From  this  ensuing  conflict,  our 
Constitution  has  caused  us  to  ex- 
perience many  insane  acts. 

Definitely,  we  cannot  exist 
without  SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  OPERA- 
TION, therefore  let  us  more  com- 
prehensively touch  upon  our  lan- 
guage difficulty.

harnessed  technological  energy. 
The  'great  works'  undoubtedly  do 
have  organization,  but  of  what 
kinds  of  Ideas,  things,  events? 
Mostly  they  come  from  hand- tool, 
human-toil  energy  experiences  claa-

Wo  can  survive  because 
wo  are  able  to  CONTRAST  this 
STRUCTURAL  REALITY  with  the  Price 
System's  intensification  of  Aris- 
totle's metaph^T-slcs,  ethics,  pol- 
itics, rhetoric  and  poetics,  even 
if  the  Price  System  does  try  to 
use  TECHNOLOGICAL  METHODS. 

Can  you  see  any  similarity  In 
Aristotle's  behavior  and  that  of 
today's  politicians?  He  busied 
himself  making  'pen-scratches' 
on  baked  clay  or  v;ax  tablets, 
smooth  stones  and  tree  bark  while 
his  contemporaries  were  fighting 
on  the  battlefronts  of  decliutng 
Greek  city-states.

SOCIAL  COIJTROL 


Social  control  is  that  f-unction  v;hich  maintalna  order  and  tranquility 
in  tho  society.   VvTicn  thiu  control  is  baaed  upon  politico,  it  takes 
on  the  nature  of  regimentation  and  authoritarian  dictatorship.   It  is 
'zhcn   an  interference  control,  rather  than  a  functional  control.   'But^' 
say  the  r.tatus-quoc^.rs,  when  it  is  suggested  that  tho  interference  be 
abolished,  ♦wo  need  to  have  some  kind  of  govomnont,'  and  having  said 
that,  they  settle  back  into  intellectual  lethargy,  content  that  they 
have  stalled  progress  once  more.   Politics,  however,  is  a  ne,:;ativo  anc. 
:]L0t  a  positive  form  of  control. 


FUITCT  ION AL  C  0?fTROL 

There  is  another  kind  of  control  that  is  not  political  at  all.  IVe 
ree  it  all  about  us,  so  it  need  not  be  strange  to  us;  yet,  some  of  U3 
0.0  not  realize  that  It  exists.   In  industry,  on  construction  jobs,  in 
transportation  and  in  communication,  v/e  observe  it  at  work.   That  the 
•  orlrers  in  these  functions  cooperate  to  get  the  job  done,  indicates 
that  the  control  method  is  effective.   The  coordinators  synchronize 
una   integrate  the  functions  so  as  to  produce  the  desired  results. 

The  coordinator  is  selected  and  kept  on  the  job  becavise  he  has  the 
knowledge  and  ability  to  get  work  done,   ('"/hen  tho  interference  fac- 
tion puts  someone  in  a  coordinator's  post  on  some  other  basis,  as  it 
occasionally  does,  the  appointee  must  also  have  the  knowledge  and  abil- 
ity for  the  job,  or  he  does  not  stay  on  the  job  long,  or  the  function 
Oe-torioratos.)   The  conductor  of  an  orchestra  performs  in  a  similar 
capacity.   He  directs  the  playing  of  th©  musicians,  and  they  respond 
to  his  direction. 

People  con  and  do  work  together  in  harxnony  when  strictly  functional 
considerations  are  involved.  Dissatisfaction  usually  comes  from  arbi- 
trary intrusions  or  restrictions.  For  example,  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion, one's  advancement  is  not  made  on  the  basis  of  ability?"  and  exper- 
ience so  much  as  how  v/ell  tho  administrators  like  the  person.   People 
can  also  ll.vo  together  in  harmony,  v;hcn  a  wholesome  basis  of  relation- 
ship exists.   But  when  a  competitive  struggle  for  survival  dcms.nds 
that  people  maintain  vigiManco  against  each  other  and  that  they  take 
advantage  of  each  other's  misfortunes,  and  when  arbitrary  rather  than 
objective  factors  serve  to  determine  social  prestige,  people  are  not 
likely  to  observe  the  policy  of  'live  and  let  live.'   They  would  soon 
j:ot  trampled  under  if  they  did. 

Social  friction  in  the  form  of  disputes  between  individuals  and  be- 
t\7een  minority  groups,  is  largely  a  product  of  this  struggle  for  sur- 
vival.  Consequently,  much  of  our  social  control  is  concerned  with  de- 
termining the  rules  under  which  this  struggle  shall  proceed,  and  with 
v;r.ich  it  shall  be  rcf creed,   A  functional  social  control  would  first 
seek  to  eliminate  the  causes  of  conflict;  after  which,  its  job  would 
diminish  in  size  to  a  small  fraction  of  its  present  magnitude.

Technocratic  America  is  NOT  try- 
ing to  shake  your  faith  in  the  A- 
merican  dollar.   To  live  within  the 
Price  System,  Technocratic  America 
needs  dollars  to  carry  on  its  work 
as  badly  as  you  do  to  carry  on 


yours.  Technocratic  /iinerica  IS 
trying  to  show  that  thcro  is  an 
instrument  of  scientific  predic- 
tion--called  the  Phase  Rule-- 
which  is  widely  used  and  works;

Regarding:   'V/hat  do  you  mean  by 
'ementia  praecox?'  we  quote  the 
•lef Inition  supplied  by  the  New  In- 
ternational Encyclopedia: 

'A  disorder  of  adolescence  or 
youth,  resembling  the  dementia  of 
the  aged,  and  tending  to  progress 
to  a  hopeless  terminal  state, 
though  often  characterized  by  re- 
iiissions.   It  often  results  from  a 
heritary  factor... may  be  caused  by 
intense  worry,  fright,  or  pro- 
tracted or  emotional  strain.   It 
nay  be  due  to  faulty  mental  h;^?giene 
and  be  of  purely  psychic  origin. ' 

This  discussion  concerns  demGntia 
praecox  only  in-so-far  as  20th  cen- 
tury worries,  effects  of  war  and 
other  emotional  strains,  particu- 
larly 'psychic'  conditioning,  tend 
to  produce  it.   Technocratic  Asnor- 
ica  desires  that,  you  try  to  un-Ser- 
stand  that  some  of  the  causes  are 
avoidable,  that  you  become  consci- 
ous of  pitfalls. 

V/hether  we  individually  may  like 
or  dislike  the  American  dollar, 
there  is  a  scientific  reason  WHY 
it  will  not  be  used.   Its  steady 
decline  in  purchasing  power,  over 
the  years,   verifies  the  fact  that 
the  idea  of  a  medium  of  exchange 
is  unworkable.   Neither  will  phil- 
osophy nor  other  Price  System  fac- 
tors be  used,  for  they  too  have 
passod  from  their  useful  phases  in 
North  American  history. 

Technocracy  observes  that  the 
American  dollar  and  the  many  phil- 
osophies hold  by  the  people  caused 
terrific  amounts  of  mechanical  cn- 
orry  to  bo  expended.  The  simplest 
examples  wore  the  two  world  wars. 


Technocracy  also  observes  that 
while  there  is  a  spontaneous  ten- 
dency for  mechanical  energy  to  be 
converted  into  low-temperature 
heat,  the  process  does  not  appear 
to  be  reversible,  all  forms  of 
available  energy  tend  finally  to 
be  degraded  into  heat  at  the  low- 
est temperature  of  the  surround- 
ings.  This  thermodynamic  pro- 
cess is  a  passing  from  one  phase 
Into  another.   It  is  stated  as 
the  2nd  Law  of  Thermod7,mamics. 

We  define  'phase.'   Each  divi- 
sion of  a  homogeneous  system  is 
a  phase;  the  different  surfac::;? 
an  object  or  system  presents  are 
phases.  Uninformed  people  speak 
of  electrical,  chemical,  mechan- 
ical energies;   these  are  not 
different  energies,  they  are 
phases  of  energy  and  they  behave 
in  accordance  with  the  2nd  Law  of 
Thermodynamic 3- -he at  flows  from 
a  higher  to  a  lower  temperature. 
Vifhon  heat  is  added  to  an  existing 
temperature,  the  increase  is 
called  entropy.   Entropy  builds 
up  at  the  expense  of  the  system 
tron  v;hich  heat  has  been  trans- 
ferred.  However  the  total  ro- 
maina  constant.  This  is  the  1st 
Law  of  Thermodynamics. 

Please  carefully  examine  v/hat 
has  happened  ard  is  happening  to 
American  and  Canadian  dollars : 
they  have  lost  their  effective- 
ness in  accomplishing  the  work 
they  arc  supposed  to  porfom — to 
distribute  a  high  standard  of 
living  for  at  least  the  majority 
of  North  American  citizens.  Re- 
gardless of  how  many  dollars  it 
costs  their  rospective  govern- 
ments, no  GI,  GI's  family,  nor 
other  low-income  families  can 
possibly  enjoy  a  'high  standard 
of  living.'

North  America  does  not  belong  to 
anyone  by  reason  of  monetary  in- 
vestnents--the  Ju^'Tfrling  of  one's 
own  or  someone  else's  finances. 

You  are  shocked!  You  may  ask: 
' /'/hy  doesn't  North  America  belong 
to  those  people  who  have  invested 
money  in  it?  The  answer  is  simple: 
Nature  requires  that  to  maintain 
d^mamic  eauil ibrium — Continental 
social  well-being,  her  results 
must  agree  with  her  potentials, 
OUR  North  America  has  the  'poten- 
tials '--the  resources,  the  equip- 
ment, the  know-how  and  the  will 
for  ABUNDANCE,   Oui*'  dispossessed 
GIs  and  low-incomo-bracket  families 
obviously  don't  hr.vo  abundance. 
The  results  of  the  mechanics  of 
using  dollars  do  not  a^ree  with 
the  potentials.  Hence  we  are  faced 
with  the  obligation  of  providing 
the  mechanics  which  will  coordin- 
ate results  with  potentials. 

This  obligation  causes  Techno- 
cratic America  to  re-. introduce 
V/lllard  Gibbs,  We  first  mci^ioncj^ 
him  in  issue  Ho,  121.   '.;hGn Con- 
sidering the  facts  of  nature,  he 
said:   'The  only  error  into  whloh 
one  can  fall,  is  the  wnnt  of  agree- 
ment between  the  premises  and  the 
conclusions,  and  this,  with  car©, 
one  may  hope  to  avoid, '   Technoc- 
racy prepares  to  avoid  such  error 
for  North  America's  destiny, 

lYillard  Gibbs  was  one  of  the 
world's  most  important,  but  littlo 
known  mathomatlcian-physicists,  H© 
extended  Thermodynamics  and  dis- 
covered the  Physics  in  Statistical 
iviechanics.

'For  our  purpose,  it  is  de- 
sirable to  take  a  broad  view. 
Wo  may  imagine  a  great  number 
of  systems  (portions  of  the 
material  universe  v;e  separate 
from  the  rest  for  the  purpose 
of  observing  thom  under  var-'/^u'" 
Internal  and  external  condi- 
tions) wherein  growth,  confu- 

coGXist,  VYc 
that  these  sys- 
their  configu- 
rations and  velocities.  Yet  to 
solve  the  problem  of  North  A- 
merica  we  must  consider  the  to- 
tal effect  of  their  behaviors 
upon  North  /vmorica.  This  col- 
lectivity v/ith  which  v;e  work, 
w?;  shall  call  the  'ensemble,' 

*Our  job  is  to  determine  how 
fell*  en3omble--thc  whole  number 
of  sy3tems--will  be  distributed. 
at  various  divi3ions--phases-- 
of  time,  so  that  wo  v/ill  be 
flbl©  to  know  in  v;hich  of  the 
three  physical  states  our  Nort> 
American  Continent  will  emerge. 
These  three  states  aro  (1) 
chaos,  (2)  submission,  (3)  sol- 
idity.' 

Gibbs  would  positively  chal- 
lenge that  great  optimism  pre- 
served by  the  lovers--some  windy 
corporation  executives--of  pri- 
vate enterprise  who  fight  for  e- 
very  American  dollar  they  can  coi> 
ner.  And  he  would  equally  chal- 
lenge their  fear  of  coirrnunisn. 
He  would  point  out  to  us  that  ce3> 
tain  groups  of  North  /imer leans, 
some  within  and  some  outside  of 
corporation  payrolls,  have  been 
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applying  his  Phase  Riile.   The 
Phase  Rule  expresses  EITERGY  actions, 
Unlmowingly  and  knov;in,^ly  these 
people  have  been  an(5  are,  b-j.ilding 
a  ITev;  North  America  in  v/hich  NEI- 
THER private  enterprise  nor  coriimun- 
ism  CAN  exist.   Private  enterprise 
is  in  a  state  approaching  chaos: 
coinraunism  accepts  submission. 

Industrially,  the  Phase  Rule  be- 
came the  efficient  IT  by  which  pro- 
cesses could  be  stabilized  and  pro- 
duction increased,  fiarther  inven- 
tions projected.   Applied,  the 
Phase  Rule  underwrites  creative- 
ness  and  accompli3hment--solidity. 

Here  are  a  few  random  examples 
of  its  use.  Metallurgists  acquire 
sufficient  data  for  construction 
of  Phase  Diagrams  in  heat  trec.t- 
ment  procedures  to  insure  certain 
desired  pr-operties  in  an  alloy. 
Time  and  again  they  brew  pure  me- 
tals into  specified  alloys  because 
of  the  application  of  Gibbs's 
Phase  Rule.   The  atomic  energy  sci- 
entists could  not  work  v;ithout  it. 
The  cement  and  ceramic  industries 
use  it.   The  ecologists  who  plot 
our  food  and  other  necessary  s^jp- 
plies  employ  it.   It  is  essential 
to  the  petroleum  industry,   V/o 
have  our  IvTOCH  for  v;hich  to  thank 
V/illard  Gibbs* 

Now  our  North  American  Continen- 
tal ABUNDANCE  INVALIDATES  any  need 
for  commtmi3m--for  submission,  Onir 
ABUNDANCE  demands  social  equlibri- 
um,  yes,  but  demands  the  ELEVATION 
of  every  North  American  into  being 
personally  supreme  within  his  own 
skin,  not  the  depression  of  any 
one  in  order  to  arrive  at  equal 
consuming  power  for  all  North  A- 
mericans.   In  this  regard,  recall 
the  definition  of  'entropy.'  The 
sacrifices  imposed  by  World  V^ar  I, 
Vii'orld  V/ar  II,  Korea,  Vatican-Truman 
containment-of-Russia  policy,  Mac- 
Arthurism,  and  social  conflict  in 
general,  have  added  temperature— 


entropy--to  one  of  the  components 
of  the  situation — to  855^  of  the 
people. 

We  have  referred  to  two  of  the 
components — the  declining  use- 
fulness of  the  dollar  and  the 
more  than  equivalent  gain  in  en- 
tropy by  85%  of  the  people.   The 
third  component  is  TIME.   Mafi^^.a 
all  kinds  of  philosophies  for  a 
very  long  time,  the  American  dol- 
lar for  less  than  two  centuries, 
but  non-Technocrats  fail  to  real- 
ize that  TII^  as  a  PHYSICAL  VALUE 
has  changed,  too.   Today,  its 
thermodynamic  value,  along  with 
that  of  the  dollar  is  shrunken. 
The  Phase  Rule  expresses  physical 
changes  that  bring  about  EQUILI- 
BRIUM--facts  not  philosophies. 

V/hy  was  the  legend  'In  God  We 
Trust'  inscribed  upon  the  silver 
dollar?  Note  that  on, the  paper 
dollar  bill  this  inscription  was 
replaced  with  'Annuit  Coeptis 
Novus  Ordo  Seclorum, '--Ke  pros- 
pers our  beginning  a  new  era  in 
the  ages. ♦ 

'In  God  We  Trust'  on  the  silver 
dollar  represents  a  hangover  frcm 
centuries  before  Christ.  Then 
labor  union3--called  eranoses-- 
of  brlcklayer-s,  poor  v/asherv;omen 
or  other  kinds  of  workers,  had 
their  special  gods  and  goddesses 
to  whom  they  prayed  for  economic 
sustenance.   They  thought  that 
work  and  'truth'  flowed  down  fron 
some  perch  on  high  in  compensa- 
tion for  having  pleased  their 
particular  god  or  goddess.   These 
wonder-parents. controlled  the 
soldiers  of  TIME--the  sun,  moon, 
wind,  rain.  God  or  goddess,  So- 
and-So,  could  bless  Tom,  Dick  and 
Mary  by  extending  a  period  of 
appropriate  TIME  in  which  Tom, 
Dick  and  Mary  could  work  longer 
and  therby  could  acquire  greater 
economic  reward.

Econonlc  reward  to  them  v/ai  ?ood, 
clothing,  shelter,  so"ie  master  pa- 
tronizingly stooped  to  furnish 
them  v;ith.   Hard  v;ork  and  plenty 
of  TIT.IE  were  needed  to  survive  the 
hazards  of  scarcity.   Eut  today 
TECHNOLOGICAL  PROCksSES  have,  in 
9Q%   of  the  work,  eliminated  TBflE, 
not  only  as  the  measure  of  econom- 
ic incentive,  even  economic  incen- 
tive itself.   Production  isn't 
geared  to  'A'hether  a  man  works 
tv/elve,  sixteen  or  eighteen  hours 
of  every  twenty-four,  as  in  'the 
good  old  days • ' 

Today,  the  greater  amount  of 
TB'IE  we  spend  for  human- labor- -^re- 
duction of  goods  and  services,  and 
the  gi'eater  amount  of  TB-E  v;e  give 
to  treasuring  our  'truths'  from 
some  'temple  of  wisdom, '  the  more 
confused  and  more  stupid  we  become, 
the  m.orc  v;e  tend  to  approach  ■•'^o- 
montia  praecox.   There  is  no  r-nse 
in  breaking  young  backs  Insteiid  of 
breaking  mental  conditioninr;.  The 
problem  of  adjusting  ov<r  social 
relationships  to  OUR  existing  20th 

century  TIME  SITUATION  exists.' 
By  stating  it  Technocratic  ArrxoricR 
ian't  trying  to  shake  anybody'* 
faith:   TDIE  has  already  operated 
to  to  shake  faith  in  philosophy 
of  v;hQ.tever  sort*   iluriel  Rukcyaor 
in  her  book  entitled  'Vclllard 
Gibbs, '  wrote: 

'Truth  is,  according  to  him 
(Gibbs)  not  a  stream  that  flows 
from  a  source,  but  an  agreement 
of  components,  an  accord  that 
actually  makes  the  v;holo  "sim- 
pler than  its  parts,"  as  he  was 
so  fond  of  saying.   It  is  truth 
flowing  tiirough  the  ^vorld,  de- 
pending upon  an  accord  in  great 
cCmplexity.  Not  originality,  out 
order,  becomes  the  important 
■factor;  the  point  of  view  and 
"  the  arrangement  may  be  different, 
he  says  of  this.   "These  re;?ults' 
(t^uths),  'given  to  the  public 
one  by  one  in  order  of  their 


discovery,"  (hodgo-podgo) 
'wore  not  arranged  before  he 
seized  them  and  discovered  their 
pattern. ' 

Because  the  word  'truth'  has  so 
many  connotations  outside  the 
field  of  science.  Technocrats  a- 
void  using  it  even  in  its  scien- 
tific intent.   Toclinocr.'its  re- 
state Kiss  Rukeyaer's  vords:  V.'il- 
lard.  Gibbs  discovorod  that  an  a- 
greoment  of  components,  an  accord 
that  actually  makes  the  whole  sim- 
pler than  its  parts  flov/s  through 
the  world  and  sparks  the  environ- 
ment with  an  event  or  order  we 
call  'fact.'   Gibbs  discovered 
that  order.   He  layed  the  founda- 
tion for  the  order — TECHNOLOGY. 


But  how  are  we  to  recognize  FACT 
from  MYTIi?  All  around  us  we  find 
surviving  the  savage  manners  and 
beliefs  of  ancient  TIME--the  time 
when  the  brickla^^ers  and  the  wash- 
erwomen prayed  to  Jupiter  or  Juno 
'to  shine'  so  that  more  v/ork  could 
be  accomplished  in  twenty-four 
ho^rs,  so  that  Tom,  Dick  and  I/Iary 
coul<3  get  hold  of  more  food, 
elotH«3  and  better  shelter. 

Guerber  in  his  'i.Iyths  of  Greece 
and  Rome  ( 1893) ,'  commented :  'They 
(the  anthropologists)  claim,  that, 
during  the  myth-making  ago,  the 
ancestors  of  the  Greeks  v;ere  about 
on  an  intellectual  level  v.'ith  the 
present  Australian  Bushjnon,  and 
that  ''everything  in  civilized  my- 
thologies which  we  regard  as  irra- 
tional, .. .seemed. . .rational  and 
natural  to  savages  concerning  whom 
we  have  historical  infomatlon," ' 

Technocratic  America  is  trying 
to  emphasize  that  all  philosophies 
have  had  their  origin  in  tho  past 
when-  TIME  had  a  different  PHYSICAL 
VALUE  than  it  has  today.   Hence, 
when  a  'modern'  evolves  a  philoso- 
phy retaining  the  TIME  ideas  of 
ancient,  or  even  20th  century 
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mythology,  he  'can  prove  anything 
to  his  own  satisfaction,'   Unluck- 
ily, he  seems  to  enjoy  his  hango\er« 
Unless  the  20th  century  victim  re- 
places his  misty  ideas  with  techno- 
logical invention3--replaces  fancy 
with  fact--he  is  helplessly--auto- 
-natically- -approaching  dementia 
praecox. 

Too  few  people  stop  to  consider 
what  technology  really  is.   Tech- 
nology is  a  body  of  inventions 
which  derive  their  existence  from 
the  application  of  the  physical 
laws  which  govern  reality;  the 
first  postulate  of  science  states: 
'The  external  world  actually  Isi' 
Taxes,  death,  and  future  probabil- 
ity really  do  exist! 

For  your  own  proof,  test  any 
technological  Invention  by  using 
it.   There  will  always  be  some  sort 
of  external  result,  'good,  bad,  or 
indifferent,'   Pray  to  a  myth,  har- 
bor a  philosophy,  and  the  only 
'result'  is  that  the  individual  ia 
hoodv/inking  himself.   Yet,  ho  has 
to  face  the  external  reality.   If 
what  he  erroneously  calls  philoso- 
phy p.ctually  happens  to  be  a  tech- 
nological technique  and  he  gets  re- 
sults, he  has  only  himself  to  blane 
for  his  misunderstanding  of,  and 
misuse  of,  words. 

The  work  of  Willard  Oibbs  started 
to  riist  the  previous  concepts  of 
TIME,   Before  Glbbs  there  wore,  al- 
ways the  questions:  ^'.ill  this  pro- 
cess turn  out  this  time  as  it  did 
the  last  time?  How  much  of  a  var- 
iance will  we  have  to  figure?'  But 
with  the  discovery  of  scientific 
facts  and  Gibb's  Invention  of  the 
Phase  Rule,  it  could  be  applied  to 
determine  probability  in  every 
branch  of  science.   Socially,  TIME 
acquired  a  statistical, instead  of 
its  former  'absolute,'  value,  TB1E 
became  the  third  component  in 
North  America's  ensemble  of  coor- 
dinates. 
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Van  Fostrand's  Scientific  Ency- 
clopedia, (2nd  Edition,  pg,1068) 
states : 

'To  systems  in  which  equili- 
brium depends  solely  upon  the 
following  variables,  nanoly, 
(1)  composition  of  each  and 
every  phase,  (2)  temperature, 
and  (3)  pressure,  the  phase 
rule  (Willard  Gibbs,  1874)  ap- 
plies:  The  number  of  variables 
that  is  (1)  the  number  of  com- 
ponents, C,  plus  (2)  tempera- 
ture plus  (3)  pressure,  equals 
the  number  of  phases  P,  plus 
the  number  of  degrees  of  Free- 
dom P.  The  number  of  degrees 
of  freedom  is  the  least  number 
of  the  above  variables  which 
must  be  arbitrarily  fixed  in 
order  to  define  the  condition 
of  the  system, 

C  -4^2  ^  P  +  F ' 

(If  dealing  with  less  complex 
systems  than  that  of  global  mag- 
nitudes, the  Phase  Rule  may  be 
simplified  to  C -^1  ~  P-f-P,  or 
C=  P-^P.) 

However  there  were  only  a  few 
people  who  understood  Gibb's  ex- 
pressions.  The  majority  contin- 
ued to  accept  'truth'  as  it 
spurted  from  the  mouths  of  or- 
acles.  The  majority  craved  ans- 
wers--words  and  things  expedient 
--not  solutions  to  problems,  ,  In 
order  tcT  get  answers,  the  major- 
ity either  had  to  accept  the  au- 
tocratic, sovereign  dictates  of 
gods,  tribal  chieftains,  kings  or 
solons--feudali3m,  or  'democrat- 
ically vote'  to  install  one  or 
■more  SIMILAR  TYRANTS,   Either  way 
the  Price  System  made  the  people 
PAY  for  whatever  kind  of  answer 
came  forth.

If  the 
given  method  does  not  work,  you 
are  obligated  to  create  a  METHOD 
THAT  WILL  WORK, 

Rudolph  Julius  ClQusius,  contem- 
porary of  Gibbs,  abstracted  the 
facts  of  thermodynamics,  Gibbs 
invented  the  Phase  Rule,  and  Tech- 
nocracy's own  HOV/ARD  SCOTT  applied 
the  knowledge  of  our  Continental 
Resources,  the  knowledge  of  the 
growth  within  Technology,  the  know- 
ledge of  the  decline  within  tho 
Price  System,  and  the  knowledge 
within  the  Phase  Rule,  to  invent 
THE  TECHNATE. 

HOWARD  SCOTT  called  together  the 
people  whom  he  could  interest, 
named  them  Technocrats,  named  their

"Utter  confusion  in  governmental 
policy  and  administration,  these 
roadslgns  stand  out  more  conspic- 
uously than  ever.  They  present 
ua  with  the  technique  by  which  to 
ARRIVE  safely;  they  show  us  the 
exact  lane  and  only  lane  possible 
to  take  us  to  .n   'non-hornsv;oggl- 
able'  future.  They  take  us  away 
from  the  traffic  complexities— 
the  many  problems  of  North  Amer- 
ica In  Distress,   Science  has  e- 
llmlnated  hazards  rather  than  to 
try  to  solve  unSolvable  problems, 

TECHNOCRACY'S  first  step  In  e- 
llmlnating  hazards--in  our  pro* 
ceaa  of  ADJUSTMENT  TO  REALITY— 
was  that  of  diagnosis,   TECHNOC- 
had  to  forego  the  allure- 
of  the  Three  Graces  and  the 
Fates,  had  to  replace  them 
i^ltli  the  integrity  of  an  Inte- 
gt^t«d  Technological  Design  For 
Living  in  accord  with  NATURE'S 
LAira  and  20th  Century  TECHNOI-OGat- 
CAL  HERE-and-NOW, 

DIAGNOSIS  collects  the  details 
of  all  factors  of  a  given  situa- 
tion or  condition  so  that  they 
may  be  ANALYSED  and  MEASURED.  Di- 
agnosis ventures  as  far  back  in 
time  as  is  possible  to  go.  TECH- 
NOCRACY diagnosed  North  America's 
Distress  and  thereby  unearthed 
epochs  of  ancient  history  which 
predisposed  North  America  to  to- 
day's agonies. 

Using  the  training  we  received 
as  Technocrats,  let  us  do  a  lit- 
tle laboratory  venturing.   Con- 
sider General  Barrows  statement: 


'It  Is  Chrls.tlan  civilization 
that  l3  threatened  throup;hout  the

However  as  necessary  to 
our  understanding,  we  shall  con- 
sider the  effects  of  the  Throe 
C-races — Faith,  Hope,  Charity — and 
the  Throe  Fates — Blood,  Sweat, 
TGars--for  they  serve  as  the  inter- 
locking link  between  today  and  tho 
tribal  days  of  blood  revenge,  gob- 
linism,  and  blood  atonement. 

W.  G,  Sumner's  'FOLKWAYS'  con 
help  us.  Among  many  things  it 
deals  v/ith  the  habitual  response 
of  ancient  men.   It  furnishes  in- 
sight into  the  WHY  of  their  sug- 
gestibility and  their  leek  of  dy- 
namic personality  equipment.   They 
behaved  as  they  did  because  of 
SCARCITY.  Ancient  Man  was  a  bun- 
dle of  kinship  vengeances.   In 
like  manner  we  have  MaoArthurism, 
Barrowism,  Rldgwayism,  unionism, 
absentee  landlordism,  capitalism- 
each  a  collection  of  vengeances. 
Yet  SCARCITY  is  not  our  problem. 
Real  or  supposed  injury,  now  as 
then,  goads  our  military,  politi- 
cal, and  financial  leaders  to  re- 
venge. 

The  primitive  taproot  of  kinship 
"revenge  grew  laterals  and  these 
have  spread  all  over  Western  Civil- 
ization. Western  kinship  feels  it 
must  retaliate  for  Its  loss  of  po- 
litical dominance  over  the  Eastern 
hemispheric  kinship.   Nearly  all 
avenues  of  publicity  shout: 

Fellov/  Americans,  NATO  Europe- 
ans, Japanese,  Asiatic  colonials, 
loin  together,  redress  ourselves. 


gather  together  our  jets,  air- 
craft carriers,  destroyers,  el- 
ectronic devises;  we  must  pro- 
tect and  expand  PRICE  SYSTEM 
PROPERTY,  GOD,  and  OUR  PRESTIGE: 
Congress,  forget  the  racial  and 
social  barriers  of  all  anti- 
communists,  but  Department  of 
State  choose  only  those  few  up- 
on whom  we  can  depend  for  bru- 
tality! Forthwith  into  battle: 
PRESERVE  OUR  PRICE  SYSTEM  KIN- 
SHIPl 

PROPERTY  RIGHT  is  the  holy  dev- 
11  that  courted  Faith,  Hope,  Char- 
ity.  If  he  lacked  property  MAN 
was  made  a  bum.   Blood,  Sweat, 
Tears  are  the  goblin  v/eapons 
dressed  in  wings,  armor  plate,  a- 
tomlc  bombs,  so  as  to  protect  and 
perpetuate  the  Price  System  Con- 
cept of  Property.  Oh,  Religion 
of  our  Fathers,  how  sweet  is  thy 
name  J   Poor  bum  and  heathen,  he 
reached  his  sorry  state  because 
he  had  no  organized  army  to  van- 
guard him  into  the  presences  of 
God,  popes,  kings,  or  presidents. 

This,  our  little  laboratory 
venture,  confirms  TECHNOCRACY'S 
often  repeated  diagnosis.  Hence 
we  are  forced  to  focus  on  our 
present  environment.  North  Amer- 
ica's Inferiority  Complex  springs 
from  humanity's  cultural  back- 
ground:  'An  eye  for  an  eye.'

Because 
of  them.  North  Americans  have 
failed  to  notice  and  to  assimi- 
late into  a  CONTINENTAL-OPERA- 
TING -MECHANISM  the  harmony  of 


natter  and  motion  which  Science 
and  Technology  have  erected. 

DEPETJDENCY  upon  the  nores  and 
follcways  of  Man's  Infantile  epochs 
--the  stone,  bronze,  copper,  and 
iron  ages--coinmonl7  blocks  accept- 
ance of  the  OBLIGATIONS  of  ap- 
proaching maturity.  North  Ameri- 
c^a's  Inferiority  Complex  is  the  re- 
sult of  arrested  STRUCTURAL  devel- 
opment and  gravely  inhibited  men- 
tal growth. 

STRUCTURAL  DEVELOP'.TENT  would  hoard 
included  a  floodproof  efficient 
Continental  hydrology  system  with 
accompanying  hydroelectric  power 
sources  and  transmission;  an  un- 
congested  transportation  system; 
adequate  housing  facilities  for  all 
North  Americans;  a  workable  distri- 
bution system;  the  maintenance  of 
the  highest  health  standard  achiev- 
able. 

But  the  Price  System  FAILED  to 
utilize  the  possibilities  of  the 
greatest  river-lake  netvjork  in  the 
world;  FAILED  to  free  the  highways, 
railways,  airways,  from  avoidable 
hazards;  FAILED  to  provide  fire- 
proof, verminproof,  soundproof, 
housing  for  every  North  American; 
FAILED  to  prevent  preventable  dis- 
eases and  human  misfits.  WHY?  Be- 
cause the  Price  System  FAILED  to 
recognize  that  SATISFYING  LIFE  is 
scientifically  directed  action— 
the  HARNESSING,  not  the  limiting 
nor  the  abuse  of  the  flow  of  ener- 
gy through  Continent  and  Man. 

DEPENDENCY  upon  the  past  not  on- 
ly blocked  the  optimum  growth  in 
our  structure  of  social  arteries, 
but  this  dependency  thv/arted  the 
dynamics  of  North  America's  mental 
abilities.   Summarily,  Price  Sys- 
tem dependency  upon  the  mores  and 
folkways  interfered  with  the  natur- 
al sequence  of  cause  and  effect 
that  would  have  taken  place  hc\d 
Continental  social  growth  been  un- 
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arrested  and  consistent.  The 
United  States  Supreme  Court  Is 
being  asked  to  listen  to  the  pain- 
ful grating  sound  of  the  fabric 
of  our  PAST  being  torn  to  shreds, 

SOCIAL  CHANGE— the  shift  fror 
Scarcity  to  Abimdance  could  only 
have  taken  place  because  some 
motive  force  was  pushing  it.   By 
1929  the  distribution  of  imposed 
scarcity  was  becoming  almost  in- 
tolerable. North  Americans,  re- 
gardless of  financial  finesse, 
manufacturing  capacity,  and  mili- 
tary acumen,  were  fast  becoming 
lost  children  among  the  two-bil- 
lion-plus 'other  half  of  the 
world.  Arrogance  and  exploita- 
tion marked  us  before  the  rest  of 
the  world  with  an  BIPERIAL  COAT- 
of-ARMS,  Here  at  home  the  con- 
centration of  wealth  and  politi- 
cal pov;er  in  the  name  of  'democ- 
racy'-- 'representative  government' 
--had  seized  the  fruits  of  Science 
and  Technology. 

But  those  fruits— THAT  ABUND- 
ANClfc^-were  in  reality  a  hornet's 
nest.  And  the  North  American 
citizens,  like  hopnets,  have 
since  been  intent  upon  recovering 
their  own.  The  knowledge  that 
Science  and  Technology  did  supply 
ABUNDANCE  enabled  a  few  Price 
System  dispossessed  individuals 
to  CHALLENGE  the  future  and  to 
design  for  ADJUSTMENT.   Those  are 
the  scientists  and  the  technolo- 
gists who  today  constitute  the 
core  of  TECHNOCRACY.   They  have 
undertaken,  not  as  saviors,  but 
as  scientists  and  technologists, 
to  relieve  North  /unerica  of  the 
irritations,  the  disturbances, 
which  have  mounted  into  its  grave 
distress. 

A  short  while  ago,  the  Vatican

Tho 
Vatican's  problem  is  to  save  its 
ov/n  'saviors,'  its  gestapo  prleSta 
The  relationship  bctv;ecn  the  Vati- 
can and  its  shareholders  on  earth 
and  lin  heaven'  is  highly  ohartrod 
with  emotion.  Time  and  again  Pl- 
us XII  and  his  predecessors  have 
publicly  admitted  that  their  sym- 
oathies  were  greatly  stirred,  that 
"thoy  wanted  to  help  ALL  CHRISTIANS. 

But  when  a  counselor  responds 
personally  to  emotional  protesta- 
tions, takes  sides  with  one  client, 
nation  or  political  i'^lcology,  aa 
Pope  Pius  and  his  prcdecessors- 
havo  done,  then  the  relationship 
of  Counselor  to  Situation  is  dan- 
gerous; it  Is  more  than  dangerous; 
it  is  impossible.   The  Vatican  un- 
doubtedly rcpresontii  AUTHORITY  in 
its  field  of  religious  dogjna, 
legislation,  and  as  referee  in  dis- 
putes, and  by  this  very  fact  is 
disqualified  to  advise  and  guide 
in  the  PROCESS  OF  SOCIAL  CHANGE.

The  Laws  of  Natural  Dovelopmer.t 
emerge  in  their  effects: 

The  first  law  shows  that  tech- 
nologically-proper designed  auto- 
pilots prove  far  more  efficient 
than  the  frailitieo  inherent  in 
the  human-nervous- system  roac- 
tlons.   Example:   Our  modern 
freeways  do  our  deciding  for  us. 

The  second  law  shows  that  tech- 
nology produces,  whereas  financ- 
ing reduces,  human  achievement. 
Example:  Technological  struc- 
tures endure,  financial  ones  are 
fast  crumbling. 

The  third  lavj  shows  that 
thought  and  language  by  cue  re- 
duction do  arrive  at  differentia- 
tion and  abstraction  with  a  mimi- 
muft  expenditure  of  energy.  Ex- 
ample:  Contrast  the  ease  of  the 
scientifically  trained  individual 
with  that  of  the  untrained  or  im- 
properly trained  individual,  to 
maintain  mental  equilibrium  dur- 
ing crises. 

There  are  many  more  laws  of  na- 
tural development.  Daily  we 
could  sec  their  effects  if  we  bur 
looked  for  them. 

To  tho.; social  infant,  SOCIAL 
CHANGE  has  suggested  exaggerated 
disaster.  The  condition  of  North 
America  during  March-April,  1952 
reflects  a  buildup  of  tensions 
and  stre3ses--an  environmont-- 
far  more  serious  than  is  ordinar- 
ily realized.  This  environment 
is  no  verbal  time-filler  for  h2'Fo- 
chondriacs,  it  is  real.   But 
through  the  competent  counseling

He  knows  his  state  of  hcalth-- 
Is  he  rugged  with  a  great  deal  of 
endurance  or  is  he  easily  upset  or 
otherwise  handicapped?  He  finds 
awareness  of  how  close  he  is  to 
his  own  limit  of  toleration  of  the 
Price  System. 

After  enough  individuals  know 
themselves  and  have  conquered 
their  fears,  COOTINENTAL  AD.TUST- 
riENT  can  easily  take  place.   Ad- 
.iustmont  of  this  magnitude  has  al- 
ready required  decades  in  proliri- 
.Inary  preparation.  The  hardest 
part  of  the  work  is  done,  but  the 
physical  machinery  has  in  great 
part  gone  unnoticed  by  non-Techno- 
crats because  it  has  operated  so 
efficiently.

OUR  PURPOSE 


BODIES  ARE  UNIFOM 


The  purpose  of  this  article  is 
to  get  North  /onerica's  Problem  in- 
to focus  before  the  people,  so  that 
each  of  us  may  relievo  his  body 
tensions  from  the  imposition  of  ac- 
crued ignorance,  to  the  end  that 
he  can  see  The  Problem  with  clnri-  . 
ty  and  in  consequence,  in  unison 
we  shall  act  in  North  /tnericrv's 
own  best  interest. 


THE  PROBLEM 

The  Problem  is;   As  individuals' 
and  on  mass  v;e  are  acting:  on  as- 
sumptions and  ancient  valuations, 
inotcad  of  acting  on  knowledge  of 
existing  facts,  particularly  the 
Tacts  of  energy  conversion  and  in- 
Iv.ctrial  plant  capacities. 


A  person's  particular  'philos- 
ophy of  life'  is  what  makes  him 
appear  irregular,  but  beneath  his 
Price  System  venoer  we  are--male 
or  f emale--alike.  We  are  nerves, 
musclos,  heart,  stomach,  liver, 
lungs,  kidneys,  sex* 

PHILOSOPLT  RULED  OUT 

Our  parents  and  early  childhooc 
environments  shaped  for  each  of 
us  his  'philosophy  of  life,'  With 
more  than  two  million  'philoso- 
phies of  life'  to  cause  reflex 
pain  within  the  nerve  system  and 
our  body  organs,  we  would  be  ir- 
rational to  expect  anything  but 
chaos  from  the  hodge-podge  of 
scarcity,  Greek  and  Oriental 
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philosophies  mixcj  with  Christian- 
ity and  Scholasticisr.1,  end  acted 
upon  by  528,997,875,000  kilowatt- 
hours  of  production,  from  steam, 
hydroelectric  and  internal  combus- 
tion, (1950,)  plus  energy  from  91, 
365,978  short  tons  of  coal,   75, 
287,618  of  42-gallon3  barrels  of 
3il,  and  627,978,582,000  cubic  feet 
of  gas.   Two  million  philosophies 
outrule  any  philosophy. 

IIov;ard  Scott,  Technocracy's  Di- 
rector-in-Chief ,  'insulted'  many 
North  Americans  by  repeatedly  tell- 
ing them  that  philosophy  can  prove 
anything  to  one's  own  satisfaction. 
The  pastime  of  cultivating  *any  idea 
whatsoever,  which  in  fact  does  not, 
mechanically  cannot,  solve  THE  PRO- 
BLEM is  sheer  lunncy:   technically 
speaking.  Is  the  intellectual  ap- 
proach to  dementia  praecox.   If  we 
cannot  hit  the  social  nail  on  the 
head — see  and  know  facts--  WflY 
repeatedly  strike  our  fingers  with 
the  political  hammer?  Not  only 
professional  politicians  are  reaHy 
that  crazy,  there  are  the  old- 
fashioned  cracker-bcx  kind,  too. 

BALANCE 

In  this  striking  process.  North 
Americans  have  not  only  crushed 
their  fingers,  the  reflex  actions 
of  these  injuries — the  social  con- 
3equencies--have  disturbed  and 
harmed  each  of  us  as  real  persons. 
We  have  heart  troubles,  ulcers, 
high  blood  pressure,  tuberculosis, 
aches  of  all  kinds,  and  most  of  us 
have  just  plain  sex  adjustment  tri- 
als and  tribulations.  No  philoso- 
phy has  ever  solved  The  Problem  of 
how  to  be  continuously  physically 
at  case  and  in  complete  accord  each 
v;ith  his  mate — the  individual  goal 
of  every  normal  human  being.   Yet 
the  mechanical  design  of  our  bod- 
ies, the  rythmn  of  our  energies, 
call  for  such  balance,  V/ho  dares 
dispute  that  Man  is  physical.  En- 
vironment is  physical.  Social  Op- 
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erations  are  physical?  Socially, 
only  integrated  Continental  op- 
erations can  produce  the  environ- 
ment for  this  longed-for  and  nec- 
essary balance. 

Scientifically  integrated  de- 
sign has  produced  Balance  milli- 
ons of  times  in  such  things  as 
automobiles,  mechanical  refriger- 
ators, in  handling  of  train  anx 
factory  schedules,  in  production 
of  new  varieties  of  plant  and  an- 
imal  life.  There  is  NO  reason, 
deliberately  omitting  supersti- 
tion and  false  valuations,  why 
scientifically  integrated  design 
cannot  produce  Balance  in  our 
social  environment. 

NATURE  IS  UNIFORM 

Robert  Bruce  Lindsay,  in  pre- 
senting a  chronological  outline 
of  the  leading  developments  and 
discoveries  affecting  the  world 
said: 

'Since  physics  does  not  a- 
rise  by  itself  but  is  made  by 
ph3''sici3t3,  the  chief  emphasis 
is  laid  on  the  names  of  the  men 
who  have  made  noteworthy  con- 
tributions. ' 

In  other  words,  NATURE  IS  UNI- 
FORM'.  It  follows  that  deviations 
in  all  the  processes  we  see  about 
us  are  due  to  what  Men  have  done 
either  to  contribute  to  or  to  vi- 
olate such  uniformity.   To  har- 
ness nature  is  not  to  violate  her: 
to  let  nature  run  wild  is  to  vi- 
olate human  beings.   Throughout 
the  ages  the  ideas  men  in  their 
wild  ignorance  have  conjured, 
have  violated  nature's  uniformity 
and  violated  human  beings.   Only 
when  a  process  has  been  in  con- 
formity with  the  ruthless  balanc- 
ing of  nature  has  that  process 
endured.   Only  on  such  very  rare 
occasions  has  static  Peace  exis- 
ted.  Dynamic  Peace  will  be  some-

'eace  can  and  must  be  the  end  pro- 
uuct  of  balanced  Science  with  Tech- 
nology, 

SCIENCE  AND  TECKNOLOGY 

Papa-philosophy  and  mama-philos- 
ophy have  been  the  parents  of  soci- 
al discord,   Pure  Science  and  Ap- 
plied Technology  have  been  the  pa- 
rents of  TECHNOCRACY'S  REAL  INDE- 
PENDENCE from  imbalance.   The  in- 
trusion of  Science  and  Technology 
in  the  affairs  of  North  Americans 
antedated  the  political  Declaratiai 
of  Independence,  clebrated  in  Uni- 
ted States,  July  4,  and  the  British

Bob,  Mac  and  Hank,  In  that  they 
have  outgrown  the  socially  adoles- 
cent mischief  of  grabbing  philoso- 
phic planks  with  which  to  haze  less 
opulent  citizens.   Technocrats 
know  life  from  having  overcome  the 


PricG  System's  virulent  threats. 

THE  TECHNOCRATS'  GOAL  IS  TO  SE- 
CURE INTEGRATED  TECHNOLOGICAL  OP- 
ERATIONS FOR  THIS  CONTINENT  SO 
THAT  EACH  NORTH  AMERICAN  CAN  BAL- 
ANCE ALL  HIS  BIOLOGIC  ANT)  SOCIAL 
NEEDS  WITHOUT  HARMING  ANTONE. 

There  isn't  a  seasoned  Techno- 
crat who  can't  smell,  classify 
and  name  the  various  Price  System 
eruptions  and  stenches  around  him 
in  the  affairs  of  daily  living.

His  life  is  to 
ImposQ  his  or  some  other  person's 
will  upon  unsuspecting  human  be- 
ings. 

V/hOse  will  was  it  to  convert 
North  /jnerica's  natural  resources 
into  the  machine  equirxncnt  by 
which  Europeans,  South  /Americans, 
Asiatics  and  to  lesser  degree  Af- 
ricans, would  compete  v/ith  us  in 
the  sale  or  wanton  destruction  of 
the  resulting  production?

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business-philosophy  fears  that  con- 
trariwise Mr#  American  Business- 
man's customers  will  not  only 
fleece  him  but  tar-and-f o&ther  him 
to  boot.   Such  retaliation  he  vi- 
viously  calls  'co;"imunism, '  I'Vhen 
he  is  fleecer  instead  of  fleecee, 
it's  'democracy.'   P'ear  of  retali- 
ation is  the  nightmare  which  stran- 
gles all  North  /American  businessmen, 
v/hcther  in  the  pulpit  or  selling 
their  labor  at  so-much  per  hour. 

Instead  of  perfecting  a  balanced 
exchange  structure  when  they  had 
the  opportunity,  they  v^ent  money 
wild.   Opportunity  knocked,  for  a 
period  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years,  but  it  only 
shall  have  knocked  once  at  their 
dooi».   By  the  year  1900,  they  had 
effectually  lost  their  chance. 

Whose  will  was  it  to  hood-wink 
the  credulous  people  into  the  idea 
of  furniture,  pie,  and  cohabitation 
in  the  sky?  A  Noah's  ark  of  'lit-

Univer- 
sities and  colleges  have  done 
their  work  so  well  that  this  wri- 
ter was  informed  by  a  responsible 
representative  within  big  indus- 
try that  our  Price  System  leaders 
are  trying  to  squeeze  '4000  bill- 
ion dollars'  out  of  us  to  carry 
forth  their  Third  V/orld  V/ar  ideal, 
'Ain't  the  combination  of  'edji- 
cashun'  and  Price  System  leader- 
ship grand?'

The 
hero,  Hercules,  called  for  a  cru- 
sade to  revitalize  business,  es- 
pecially American  bu3ir>es3.   We 
should  ship  more  goods  abroad. 
Implements  of  war  to  Formosa  and 
NATO  countries,  food  to  Eastern 
Germany,  in  order  to  continue  our 
'perfect  trade  balance,'   Politi- 
cal administrators — infallible 
from  Absyrtus  to  Zeus,  agreed. 

In  operation  'our  perfect  trade 
balance'  is:  We  Americans  ship 
OUT--Export--our  technology,  the 
lives  of  our  young  people,  our  na- 
tural resources  and  our  money:  we 
ship  IN-- Import — every  manner  of 
foreign  hocus  pocus  imposed  upon 
us  by  Rome,  Paris,  Berlin,  London, 
Moscow,  New  Delhi,  Tokyo,  Seoul, 
Pnom-Penh,  Saigon,  AND,  'WHEREVER 
FREEDOM  IS  THREATENED,'   Such  is 
the  v/onderful  export-import  poli- 
cy for  which  we  maintain  high  cost 
Departments  of  Stato,  War,  Treas- 
ury, Gommeroe,  Navy,  J-istlce, 
with  those  of  Labor,  Agriculture, 
Interior,  Post  Office  and  Health 
only  slightly  less  concerned. 
Most  of  them  will  have  some  part 
in  our  new  importation  of  some 
250,000  lesser  mortals. 

Hercules,  the  strong,  the  skill- 
ful, the  purifier,  has  always 
been  property  rights  conscious. 


It  has  been  said  that  he  earned  his 
pocket  money  the  Horatio  Alger  way 
—  selling  newspapers,  working  In  a 
creamery,  suid  that  his  great  love 
of  golf  came  from  mowing  lawns, 
that  his  spectaculer  climb  up  the 
ladder  to  Mt,  Olympus  came  from 
reading  the  biography  of  Hannibal, 
the  great  Carthagian  general,  who 
prefered  to  die  rather  than  to  have 
the  Romans  capture  the  Before  Christ 
trade.  Hercules  too,  fears  en- 
croachment of  a  foreign  power  on 
this  country's  markets.   On  a  spec- 
ial day  in  January  1953,  he  said: 
'a  soldier's  pack  is  not  so  heavy 
as  a  prisoner's  chains.'   He  failed 
to  add  that  WE   AlffiRICANS  ARE  "THE 
REAL  PRISONERS  OF  OUR  'PERFECT 
TRADE  BALANCE.' 

How  can  we  distribute  OUR  ABIT^TD- 
ANCE  while  we  maintain  our  concepts 
of  property  rights?  Concepts  of 
having  to  overthrow  a  bear,  serpent 
and  »brute  men'?  Concepts  of  hav- 
ing to  purge  ourselves  of  'sin'? 

The  myths  of  ancient  Greece  and 
Rome  were  no  more  melodramatic 
than  are  the  antics  of  1953 's  gods 
and  goddesses  who  seek  through  war- 
fare to  confirm  our  concepts  of 
property  rights.

(3)  To  legalize  the?  state  to  sub* 
sidize  monopolies  ^or   selected 
producers  o^  farm  commodities 
and  in  varlcJus  Industries, 
»»*ille  sora</  of  our  citizens 
practically  starve; 

(4)  To  legalize  the  state  to  con- 
fiscate 'our'  money  to  per- 
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petuate  Itself  in  more  ac- 
tions of  'perfect  trade  bal- 
ance.'  The  name  for  this 
is  taxation. 

(5)  To  permit  the  state  to  let 
Itself  be  hog-tied  by  poli- 
tical machinations  by  pub*:, 
lie  utilities  and  other  pow- 
erful groups; 

(6)  To  permit  the  state  to  en- 
ter into  'gentlemen's  agree- 
ments' hostile  to  our  wel- 
fare; 

(7)  To  give  the  state  the  auth- 
ority of  selective  discrim- 
ination in  claimiiig  persons 
X  and  parsons  Y  for  death 
to  fight  for  other  count- 
ries '  Internal  sloillduggery 
WHEREVER  FREEDOM  IS  THREAT- 
ENED. '   It  is  more  accurate 
to  say,  to  admit,  'WHEREVER 
OUR  'PERFECT  TRADE  BALANCE 
IS  THREATENED,' 

Of  course  there  are  many,  many 
more  'property  rights'  which  pre- 
vent us  from.  DISTRIBUTING  OUR  A- 
BUNDANCE  AMONG  OURSELVES. 

The  earlier  gods  of  political 
administration  stepped  up  our  In- 
ternal 'perfect  trade  balance' 
shortly  after  our  Civil  War.   Buf- 
falo Bill  spearheaded  for  the  rost 
£ri«mourous  of  our  super-traders. 
He  traded  America's  vast  herds  of 
bison  to  the  railroads  for  tracks 
into  the  West.   The  physical  fact 
of  having  tracks  was  an  adventure, 
an  advancement  in  transportation 
technology  to  which  no  sensible 
person  could  object,  but  the  re- 
lations between  financial  specu- 
lators and  the  citizens  of  Ameri- 
ca is  a  more  tragic  story.   Since 
Buffalo  Bill's  first  big  meat  deal 
our  political  administrators  have 
been  trading  far  too  many  Ameri- 
can lives--dead  heroes  for  immi- 
grants, for  refugees,  for  prlson- 
ers-of-war;  trading  American  re- 
sources as  reparations  payments; 
trading  American  Integrity  for 
foreign  skullduggery;  making  these 
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trades  at  a  rate  which  must  make 
departed  V/illlam  Cody  feel  like  a 
rank  amateur. 

The  gods  of  political  administra- 
tion stirred  us  through  Hiroshima, 
five  years  later  through  Korea  and 
WHEREVER  TRADE  IS  THREATENED  to  ex- 
change our  SUBSTANCE  and  LIVES  for 
the  high  privilege — the  responsi- 
bility—  to  consolidate  all  the  re- 
ligious and  social  divergencies  of 
the  ^being  liberated'  peoples  »ANY- 
WHERE  IN  THE  WORLD.'   Our  Ol^nnpic 
gods,  through  the  meEms  of  our 
'J*/ashington  Departments,  upon  legis- 
lation and  favorable  judicial  de- 
cisions made  of  us  CHAINED  PRISON- 
ERS of  our  concepts  of  'property 
righta '   Among  the  peoples  called 
colony  subjects,  or  republics,  or 
democracies,  those  concepts  took 
root.   Now  these  peoples  are  our 
would-be  masters,  telling  us  what 
they  will  NOT  do.   Our  Price  Sys- 
tem gods  got  for  uc  the  dirty  end 
of  the  'perfect  trade  balance.'   , 
Neither  V/orld  V/ar  II  nor  Korea  has 
settled  anything  in  our  favor.  But 
these  gods  insist  that  nothing, 
absolutely  nothing  shall  be  alloTtod 
to  shatter  our  confidence  in  the 
concepts  of  'our  property  rights.' 
They  blame  the  Russians  for  the 
dirty  work. 

The  Russians  .DID  outsmart  us. 
There  is  little  consulation  in  hav- 
ing THIS  cold  hard  fact  pointed  out 
to  us:   TRADE,  in  whatever  commodi- 
ties or  devices — from  girls'  first 
doll  dresses  to  Grandma's  favorite 
recipes,  from  boys'   ta;v3  and  pe- 
wees  to  war  casualties  and  social 
problems— CONSISTS  of  the  EXCHANGE 
of  PROPERTY  RIGHTS.   This  exchange 
of  property  rights  has  become  the 
BIG  BUSINESS  HE-MEN'S  adult  game 
of  playing  marbles  for  keeps.  The 
gods  of  Mt.  Olympus  with  their  gen- 
erals and  admirals  are  no  more  a- 
dept  at  this  game  of  playing  mar- 
bles for  keeps  than  any  little  in- 
algniflcflnt  Harry  or  TkIq   coming 
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home  with  black  eyes,  bloody 
noses  and  super  duper  1952-1953 
bolly  aches, 

TECHNOCRACY  INC..  is  inviting 
sensible  /onericans  to  become  Tech- 
nocrats,  V.^ien  you  become  a  sea- 
soned Technocrat,  you  acquire  a 
detached  view  of  our  'perfect 
trade  balance,'   You  outgrow  kidrf 
play  in  regard  to  it.

During  the  1871-1880  period, 
United  States  had  the  ratio  of  38.6 
for  Imports  and  14,1  for  Exports. 
Note  that  beginning  in  1901  the 
situation  was  reversed,  our  Exports 
exceeded  our  Imports,   In  1911, 
Japan's  Exports  began  exceeding  her 
Imports.  For  other  nations  their 
Exports  uniformly  exceeded  their 
Imports.  These  figures  indicate  a 
definite  trend:  The  greater  the 
excess  of  Exports  over  Ijnports  the 
greater  the  social,  decay.

we've  sent  our  moronic  agents  of 
tho  American  way  of  life, 

'What  the  hell  has  happened  to 
this  country?  The  Soviets  are 
aggressors?  Nobody  abroad  believes 
it  for  a  moment — not  even  members 
of  the  puppet  Cabinets  we  have 
blackmailed  and. set  up  In  France 
and  Italy,  and  to  some  extent 
Great  Britain,  which,  by  tho  by, 
is  rapidly  getting  ready  to  tell 
us  to  go  to  hell, 

'Extensive  trade  agreements  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  the  Soviet 


countries  are  now  in  the  making 
and  Churchill's  "illness"  is  go- 
ing to  last  a  long  time.

♦And  American  prestige,  once 
high,  is  just  about  non-existent 
in  Rome,  Paris,  London,  or  any 
foreign  country  you  caro  to  ex- 
plore, 

•  *fihc   is  the  American  press  f odt 
ing  by  the  Ignoring  of  unpleasant 
news;   by  this  insistence  that 
our  national  policies  are  sound, 
"patriotic,"  and  supported  by 
"right-thinking"  people  every- 
where? 

'Two  of  your  writers.  Holmes 
Alexander  and  Waldo  Drake — the 
latter  one  of  the  few  honest  and 
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objective  correspondents  left--are 
continually  hinting  at  v/hat's  a- 
head.   The  cotton  wool  being 
wrapped  around  the  American  peopXe 
by  shortsighted  politicians  and 
leaders  determined  to  do  business 
as  usual--the  future  apparently 
will  take  care  of  itself — is  about 
the  most  damaging  policy  our  press 
could  follow  at  the  present  time, 

'As  a  French  lawyer  remarked  to 
me  caustically  a  few  weeks  ago, 
'*You  are  returning  to  the  greatest

Yes,  even  after  the  last  days  of 
Pompeii,  some  people  in  the  Roman 
Empire  prospered.   Large  estates 
were  to  be  found  scattered  throu^ 
out  Western  Europe.  But  where  is 
the  Roman  Empire  today?  Grandiose 
as  were  its  war  conquests,  it 
COULD  NOT  CONSOLIDATE  them,   Rem- 
naits  ,bled  and  taxed  others  beyond 
ppsslbllity  of  either  its  or  their 
stature  and  solvency.

How  these  statesmonship-defici- 
ent  Big  \'Theel3   over  got  through 
the  stately  columns,  passed  the 
Columbus  doorway  into  the  Capitol 
is  a  special  mystery  shrouded  in 
the  axlegrease  of  precinct,  ward, 
state  central,  and  national  com- 
mittee diplomatic  palaver.   But 
they  did  get  inside  tho  building, 
then  rutted  like  cornworms  tho 
corridors  leading  off  the  rotunda, 
They  went  round  and  round  drop- 
ping sticky  international  gossip 
and  intrigue  until  there  is  hard- 
ly a  wholesome  kernel  of  clean 
Continental  citizenship  left  in 
public  office.

Called  Little  Wheels:  For  They

are  all  quite  satisfied  with  the 
way  we  are  compelled  to  live  our 
lives.

the  coins  left  on  tho  conAottoii 
plates;  gather  bandits  together 
and  try  to  train  them  for  noble 
crusades;  rationalize  and  attempt 
to  clarify  utterly  foolish  public 
statements;  and  build  the  permis- 
sive atmosphere  that  shall  feed  and 
perpetuate  Scarcity  for  'fr.llures,' 
for  because  of  such  plotted  scarci- 
ty we  expect  to  hold  our  jobs.  But 
our  uniform  goal  is  to  expand  our 
rims  so  that  we  wont  have  to  make

Surely  you  know  the  Little  Wheels! 
the  many  Me-Tiny- But-Ambitious-Hubs  1 
They  work  with  a  Planning  Committee 
sponsored  by  Me-Heap-Big-Hub,  Me- 
Heap-Big-Hub  has  been  in  the  racket 
of  crushing  every  roadside  Lazarus 
sorely  burdened  with  disemployment,

If  you  corral  the  suckers — 
the  ubiquious  taxpayers — there's  a 
better  job  ahead  for  you.  Pjtst  in- 
stitute a  mental  health  program; 
all  non-conf ormists  of  any  sort 
must  be  branded  communists  and  must 
be  locked  up  to  keep  them  from  con- 
taminating the  tried  and  true  with 
aijy  new  ideas.   Teach  the  mob  that 
if  the  poor  don't  eat  there  shall 
be  no  need  for  more  effective  sew- 
age disposal,  that  sewage  facili- 
ties already  in  operation  can  bo 
efficiently  used  by  the  splurgy 
townsmen,,  no  new  disposal  plants 
needed, 

'Then  organize  a  women's  group  to 


underwrite  hospitality  on  a  grand 
»cale.   This  group  shall  be  edu- 
cated In  the  graciousness  of  serv- 
ing Six  Skunk  Cabbage  cocktails 
with  an  extra  kick,  thereby  les- 
sening tho  solid  content  of  the 
sewage,  and  also  contribute  to 
the  federal  and  state  liquor  rev- 
enues. Too,  the  nine  or  ten  year 
90%   proof  staff  in  storage  will 
be  diminished  to  make  room  for 
more. 

^ird  on  the  list:  Eire  a  pub- 
lic relations  man  to  spread  him- 
self into  EVERY  community  comml- 
tee.   This  Me-Cousin-Conf essor- 
Pest  is  to  be  personal  contact 
man — a  discoverer  of  each  individ- 
ual's state  of  mind  and  pocket- 
book.   He  will  solicit  every  con- 
fidence in  the  community,  includ- 
ing cohabitative  intimacies.  It's 
his  job  to  seek  out  grievances 
and  to  destroy  the  possibility  of 
removing  causes,  by  stool  pigeon- 
ing his  information  directly  to 
me — Me-Heap-Big-Hub.   He  is  to  be 
the  most  courteous  of  all  public 
relations  agents,  for  after  all, 
he  must  protect  private  property 
interest  even  ahead  of  life — oven 
if  It  takes  the  E-bomb  to  do  it. 
By  these  methods  community  spirit 
can  surely — MUST — develop  a  swee- 
ter smell  in  your  town,' 

However,  still  a  very  great  num- 
ber of  North  Americans,  not  pub- 
lic relations  agents  are  disem- 
ployed.  Among  them  are  the  4,000 
hungry  Missouri  farmers.  Quite 
the  majority  of  the  total  millions 
are  learners.  They  see  new  tech- 
nological devices  about  them, 
technological  devices  using  bll"*"- 
lions  upon  billions  of  energy  u- 
nits,  including  B.T.U.s,  hundreds 
of  millions  of  KWs,  and  lately 
they  have  been  made  aware  of  the 
use  of  atomic  units  derived  from 
the  FUSION  of  various  materials. 
Will  we  soon  be  calling  the  unit 
of  heat  in  the  first  uranium 
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fission  atom  bomb  insignificant? 
Now  we  have  added  multiples  of  LITs, 
The  recent  hydrogen  explosion  was 
reported  of  the  magnitude,  first, 
of  5  megatons  (5  million  tons)  and 
later  of  14  megatons — the  equiva- 
lent of  14  million  tons  of  T.N.T. 

Dare  the  educators  of  this  Conti- 
nent show  us  clearly  the  real  pic- 
ture of  public  administration--of 
lawmaking,  of  law  enforcement  and 
lack  of  it,  of  legal  procedure,  of 
organized  superstition  and  crime, 
of  present  military  calculations, 
of  the  roles  of  our  various  public 
and  semi-public  WHEELS?  Dare  they 
show  us  that  public  administration 
is  NOT  a  branch  of  science,  but 
merely  the  very  lucrative  pasttime 
of  intimidating  and  liquidating  the 
♦other  fellow'?  Dare  they  show  us 
that  this  reality  of  private-proper- 
ty-control is  the  reality  in  which 
D  E_  A_  T  H-for-the-unpropertied  as 
an  instrument  of  NATIONAL  POLICY  is 
far  more  acceptable  than  L__I_V_I^  N_G 
WITH  TECHNOLOGICAL  FACTS?   Those 
individuals  responsible  for  United 
States'  national  policy  are  decisiv- 
ely showing  their  hands--one  is  the 
hand  of  strangulation  of  all  non- 
conforming legal  and  homeloving 
North  American  citizens,  and  the 
other  hand  dips  into  the  emotional 
viciousness  in  greed  and  personal 
power,  hellbent  on  committing  na- 
tional suicide. 

Contrast  the  crimes  of  public  ad- 
ministration, one  example  by  publi- 
sher John  Pox  of  the  Bodton  Post, 
as  quoted  from  the  Sacramento  (Cal- 
if.) Bee  of  March  4,  1954,  with  the 
satisfying  of  needs  in  goods  and 
services  which  intelligence-in- 
stalled TECHNOCRACY  can  distribute 
to  us  as  citizens  of  North  America, 

John  Fox  wrote:  'The  Vatican,  the

C  R  I  M  El 
Does  this  disgust  you,  more,  make 
you  angry?  V\/hose  public  rela- 
tion's man  is  John  Fox?  His  own? 

Monday,  March  29,  1954  Big 
V/heel  Duil-us  urged  'united  ac- 
tion.'  Isn't  it  queer  that  the 
Big  Wheels  place  God  in  the  posi- 
tion to  want  to  have  us  use  the 
H-bomb  with  which  to  destroy  the 
Little  Wheels  who  furnish  most  of 
the  cash  and  credence  to  make  God 
possible? 

In  counterdistinction,  there  is 
one  man,  a  courageous  educator, 
who  dares  to  tell  the  people  the 
facts,  dares  to  show  them 

(1)  that  technological  facts 
are  the  natural  bones,  mu- 
scles, organs  and  nerves  up- 
on which  our  social  struc- 
ture depends; 

(2)  that  these  same  technologi- 
cal facts  provide  the  skele- 
ton for  our  really  necess- 
ary physical  operations; 

(3)  that  while  our  emotions  may 
express  how  we  may  feel  and 
are  quite  numerous  and  in- 
describable, our  instincts 
and  specifically  cur  intell- 
igence can  and  should  react 
entirely  different  from  our 
emotions; 

(4)  that  our  Price  System  hab- 
its ARE  changeable. 

But  you  wont  find  this  educa- 
tor's name  lavished  in  Juicy, 
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newsy  articles  as  a  passport  to 
bigger  and  better  publicity  for 
bigger  and  better  Big  Wheels.  He 
is  no  politician,  no  Messiah, 

He  is  HOWARD   SCOTT, 
Director- in-Chief,  Technocracy  Inc. 
He  directs  the  only  SELF-DISCI- 
PLINED organization  on  this  Conti- 
nent--TECHNOCRACY  INC.— of  any  ap- 
preciable size. 

Contrast  Howard  Scott* s  knowledge 
with  John  Fox's  fear.  Howard  Scott 
has  repeatedly  said: 

'Given  a  continuance  of  the 
present  rates  of  growth  of  energy 
consumption,  we  can  see  no  hope 
of  social  advance  under  the  Price 
System  and  its  democratic  politi- 
cal sponsorship.   These  things 
contain  nothing  suitable  for  deal- 
ing with  the  problems  in  hand. 
They  have  no  methodolgy  except 
that  of  debt  creation,  and  this 
is  not  sufficient  for  a  high-en- 
ergy civilization.

Howard  Scott  has  observed  Price 
System  actions,  and  ho  has  mea- 
sured significances.  Technocracy

The  rea- 
son for  our  submis3ion:--.elther  a 
big  or  little  wheel,  racing  down 
the  road  at  uncontrollable  speed, 
with  poor  spokes,  disc  •  and  inade- 
quate braking  power  is  a  menace 
not  to  be  interfered  with  on  its 
very  last  trip.  Technocrats 
know  it  is  more  scientific  to 
choose  a  different  road  into  the 
future,  to  warn  all  Price  System 
traffic  on  the  Scarcity  Road  of 
imminent  danger. 

TECHNOCRACY  distinctly  expresses 
the  Art  and  Operations  of  living 
with  technological  facts.  Tech- 
nocracy Interweaves  the  functions 
of  LIVING--cohabitation,  reproduc- 
tion, social  relationships,  with 
the  MEANS  by  which  to  live  with 
technological  functions.  The  onl. 
possible  result  is  the  harmonious 
integration  of  each  North  Ameri- 
can with  our  collective  North  Am- 
erican Continent.  We  each  become 
the  child,  the  offspring  of  our 
Mother  Earth.  Gone  will  be  the 
political  concepts  of  fascism, 
communism,  or  any  other  ism  or 
philosophy;  gone  will  be  the  con- 
cepts of  personal  power. and  auth- 
ority, of  cancerous  leadership 
and  .benign  followership.   Instead 
we'll  possess  the  opportunity  and 
dignity  for  mutur.l  understanding 
couplpd  with  the  physical  frame- 
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work  of  goods  and  services  to  sus- 
tain it. 

For  emphasis,  let's  express  this 
persuasion  a  little  differently. 
V/hen  political  rust  and  McCarthy 
Street  mud  decompose  a  little  fur- 
ther, the  force  of  a  spring  wind 
scatters  them  beyond  Price  System 
service.  When  the  car  battery  goes 
dead,  the  vehicle  fails  to  travel. 
When  the  Scarcity  heart-ben^,  stops, 
the  Price  System  dies.   Now,  jump 
to  the  young,  eager,  living  side 
of  reality:   When  technologically 
converted  energy  increases  at  an 
ever  accelerating  rate,  which  is 
the  only  thing  that  can  happen, 
given  the  h  a  £  e  now  flrTily  es- 
tablished, all  tEeories  of  scarcity 
automatically  MUST  and  TO  remain  on 
the  dead  side.   North  ^-xnerican  tech- 
nological ABUNDANCE  \s    leaving  all 
the  MORES  and  VALUF3  of  SCARCITY  to 
to  the  human  buz:?:ards  v/hn  call  thon- 
Scilvos  social  v.jioels^  VIPs,  Key  Pcr- 
sonnol  who  lock  and  unlock  the  toll 
gates  on  the  social  roadway. 

Either  we  accurately  measure  and 
respect  the  magnitude  of  the  pres- 
ent H-bomb  and  other  hydrogen  de- 
vices, or,  their  successors  might 
convert  this  planet  into  a  gaseous 
mass  too  hot  for  human  life,  TXille^ 
Elsenhower,  Pacelli,  and  all  the 
other  human  wheels  notwithstanding. 

Factual  knowledge  generates  re- 
spect and  only  factual  knowledge 
can  sustain  respect.   FACTUAL  KNOWll: 
EDGE  IS  ABSOLUTELY  ESSENTIAL  in  or- 
der to  live  with  the  new  force  of 
man-deviced  fusion  of  hydrogv^n  a- 
toms  wherein  new  sources  of  helium 
are  made  available  and  large  a- 
mouTits  of  energy,  estimated  in  mul- 
tiples of  MTs  (megatons)  are  re- 
leased.  Add  this  new  source  of  en- 
ergy to  that  already  at  North  /i.^.or- 
Ica's  command.   V/ho  can  doubt  that 
we-  have  reached  the  beginning  of  a 
new  ora  in  social  and  tcchnolocrical 
relationships? 


V/hat  are  some  everyday  observ- 
able technological  facts?   Some 
of  the  more  simple  ones  related 
in  the  technological  pattern  of 
the  H-bomb's  use,  are  (1)  that 
the  forces  acting  upon  the  air- 
craft which  carries  the  H-bomb  are 
not  the  same  forces  acting  upon 
ground  transportation.   Now  cri- 
teria of  transport  become  involved. 
Only  aircraft  engineers,  techni- 
cians, pilots,  and  nuclear  physi- 
cists are  competent  to  tackle  the 
problem?  presented.   (2)   When 
the  steel  Industry  is  confronted 
with  the  handling  of  a  500,000- 
pound  Ingot  for  Air  Force  use, 
non-steel  personnel  are  automatic- 
ally disqualified  to  coriiment  or 
vote  on  the  process.   (3)  V/hen 
the  petroleum  Industry  is  called 
upon  to  supply  aircraft  with  fuel, 
almost  unfathomable  difficulties 
exclude  the  laymen.   Now  mining 
Lcchnlques  and  new  places  to  mine 
the  petroleum,  enter  the  technolog- 
ical pattern.   (4)  Structural  de- 
signs for  future  improvements  in 
the  methods  of  fusion,  in  the 
carriers  for  the  bombs,  and  the 
preparation  of  bombs,  are  way  be- 
yond laymen  to  project. 

Yet  the  art  of  living  v/ith  nu- 
clear fission  and  fusion,  used 
either  for  dec^truction  or  service, 
demands  our  immediate  r.ttention, 
demands  our  individual  concerns 
for  our  joint  survival.   Tho  quai* 
Ity  of  each  individual's  citizen-, 
ship,  his  Continentship,  is  being 
tried  on  the  basis  of  his  under- 
standing of  H  0  W  the  flow  of 
energy  is  being  DI_RECTED. 

The  new  and  spectacular  always 
startles  us,  and  the  hycirogen 
bomb  is  no  exception.   But  there 
are  other  fleldsin  the  general 
technological  pattern  with  which 
we  have  to  live.   One  is  the  re- 
lationship between  the  chemical- 
laden  air  and  the  vegetation  in 
the  3ven   surrounding  certain 


kinds  of  manufacturing  Industries. 
An  Incident  of  this  nature  la  now 
Imposing  Itself  upon  the  writer's 
consciousness.   'Technocratic  Amer- 
ica' Is  produced  and  published  In 
Pontana.   Its  staff  Is  also  engaged 
In  producing  navel  oranges,  such 
production  to  provide  the  wherewith- 
al to  live. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  Fontana  wias 
a  growing  little  toe,  but  with  a 
shoe  much  too  tight,   Fontana  had 
already  had  many  Price  System  In- 
grovm  toenails  by  which  it  had  been 
tortured.   There  Is  no  need  hore  to 
quote  all  the  records  in  public 
files,  nor  the  total  of  our  Pontana 
experiences.   Sixteen  years  earlier 
the  centrally  located  groves  had 
been  planted  and  plans  had  been 
laid  for  the  development  of  more 
than  5,000  acres  into  citrus-bear- 
ing territory.   In  its  Silver  Anni- 
versary edition,  June  10,  1938,  the 
Fontana  Herald,  local  newspaper, 
comir.cnted,  'Today,  the  eyes  of  the 
citrus  Industry  are  focused  upon 
Fontana 's  vast  production  of  summer 
grapefruit — and  the  facilities 
which  have  been  provided  for  pack- 
ing and  marketing  the  delicious 
Marsh  seedless  fruit.  ...Belief  that 
Fontana,  within  a  relatively  few 
years,  will  market  500  cars  of 
grapefruit  (from  3000  acres) --mak- 
ing it  the  world's  summer  grape- 
fruit center--has  been  freely  ex- 
pressed by  citrus  leaders  of  South- 
ern California.  ...They  knew  that 
for  years  every  visitor  to  Southern 
California  was  primarily  thrilled 
by  the  sight  of  the  fresh,  green 
orange  groves  (2500  acres).  Nestled 
in  the  leaves  were  the  countless 
millions  of  rich,  brilliantly-col- 
ored oranges.. ' 

April  1942,  Kaiser  Steel— a  World 
War  II  nt;cesslty--broke  ground,  Dec- 
ember 1942,  Big  Bess  began  smoking, 
belching  a  fine  yellow  dust  which 
sifted  through  ordinarily  tight 
garage  windows  and  doors.   Each 
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morning,  when  the  winds  had  been 
right  for  it,  the  householder 
could  sweep  the  yellow  dust  from 
his  porch  and  walks.  That  was  pa- 
triotism at  home  in  action  while 
his  sons  and  daughters  wore  serv- 
ing overseas.  Then  came  a  few 
other  smokey  industries.  Not  al- 
ways, but  at  times,  gentle  breezes 
and  foul  odors! 

In  1950  the  Pontana  Citrus  Pack- 
ing lant  permanently  closed  Its 
doors.  March  30,  1954,  the  San 
Bernardino  Sun  (nine  miles  away) 
published  an  Item  from  the  River- 
side campus  of  the  University  of 
California  ( ?*een  miles  distant.) 
V/e  quote  from  the  item: 

'Leaves  from  trees  in  130  dif- 
ferent orange  orchards  were  care- 
fully analyzed  during  the  summers 
of  1952  and  1953.   ThosD collected 
in  areas  considerably  removed  fi^om 
Industrial  centers. . .wore  found 
to  have  no  more  than  1  (one)  part 
per  million  of  flourldc.  The  av- 
erage of  a  dozen  citrus  orchards 
near  Fontana.  however,  v/as  95 
(ninety-five)  parts  per  million, 
and  a "maximum  of  211  (two  hundred 
eleven)  ppm  was  observed  in  one 
orchard. '  What  kind  of  patrio- 
tism is  required  to  live  with  this 
condition?  Forget  about  your 
lungs i 

It  so  happens  that  flourlne  la 
THE  most  active  element.   It  is  a 
ll.ght-yellow  gas,  1.31  times  den- 
ser than  air,  which  boils  at  mlms 
187  degrees  Centigrade.   It  deoom* 
poses  water  with  the  liberation 
of  oxygen  and  traces  of  ozone.  0- 
zone  is  an  extremely  active  form 
of  oxygen.   Now,  Introduce  to  the 
flourides,  whatever  other  chemicals 
are  included  in  orchard  sprays  to 
control  Insects,  scales  and  "mites. 
Let  Mother  Nature  raise  the  tem- 
perature a  bit.  Then  comes  fruit- 
picking  time,  A  neighbor  citrus 
packing  house  manager  reports: 


'Your  fruit  ...due  to  -on^ir^flrHtxir. 
damage  from  some  TYPE  OF  BURN 
packed  out  ...etc.   The  real  loss 
that  occured  was  the  amount  of 
fruit  left  on  the  ground, ♦   As  of 
this  date,  April  6,  the  San  Ber- 
nardino County  Agrlnulturel  Commis- 
sioner's office  estimated  that  but 
1866  acres  of  the  5,500  acres  re- 
main.  That  would  indicate  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  acres  have  been  pulled, 
A  trip  through  the  area  would  sug- 
gest that  even  more  have  been  pulled. 
The  Commisioner 's  office  infoi^med 
us  that  an  accurate  figure  would  be 
available  in  about  a  month. 

'Blessed  be  the  departed  Fontana 
patriots  I  For  Red  Inl^  for  high 
cost  production  can  no  longer  bo- 
ther themi '   But  when  all  over  this 
Continent  the  operators  of  less 
than  a  thousand-acres-per-farm- 
unit  are  on  their  way  to  join  the 
ranks  of  the  disemployed,  can  fifty 
million  North  Americans  be  per- 
suaded into  'united  action'  to  save 
John  Fox's  'state  of  Israel  and  the 
Vatican'?  Into  'united  action'  to 
save  the  Big  V/heels  in  the  Price 
System's  various  jobs  in  public  ad- 
ministration?

Apply  even  a  small  amount  of  sci- 
entific Interpretation  of  the  ther- 
modynamics involved  in  the  produc- 
tion of  food  as  mentioned  by  Ltr. 
Daniels:   more  energy  goes  into  pro- 
ducing that  food  than  is  derived 
from  it.   How  expensive  IS  that  en- 
ergy for  production  when  it  is  d<i- 
rlved  from  our  non-replaceable  re- 
sources? Carry  the  process,  on  the 
scale  of  relative  measurements,  to 
our  expanding  need  for  food.

various  designs,  solar  pamps,  and 
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solar  boilers  and  furnaces.   True^  • 
solar  energy  captured  or  convorted 
by  these  latter  devices  does  not 
yet  compare  In  quantity  with  the 
amount  of  energy  derived  from  fos- 
8il  fuels,  tut  knowledge  in  the  uso 
of  solar-mechanical  systems  ij  pro- 
gressing steadily  and  commanding;  atj- 
tentlon*  Mr,  Ilopkina's  statement, 
••.♦that  solar  energy  in  its  vari- 
ous forms  ia  alone  of  all  natural 
resources  inexhaustible.  It  alone, 
whether  in  one  God-made  sun,  or  in 
multiple  man-made  suns,  promises  to 
satisfy  the  perpetual  power  hunger 
of  our  world,'  predicts  a  momen- 
tous clash  of  economic  interests

Especially  v;hen  we  consider  that 
Mr.  J,  E.  Hobson,  Director  Stanford 
Research  Institute,  at  the  Symposi- 
um commented,   ',,.the  money  system 
is  man's  fondest  invention.  Money 
•  ,,ir>  fundamental  to  his  every  ma- 
terial achievement.   So  it  is  with 
solar  cnergy--thi3  gift  of  nature. 
It  may  be  free  for  the  taking,  but 
man's  complicated,  civilized  sys- 
tems will  not  permit  hl:n  to  tako  it 
for  nothing.

Ono  of  its  moat  subtle  antico  ij 
the  vfCiy   it  combines  brotherly  lovo 
and  preachment,  and,  the  tincture 
of  gall  that  every  investor  mujt 
taste  in  ratio  as  he  succumbs  to 
the  braggadocio  in  the  sales  talk:- 
of  the  Price  System  promoters,  al"" 
the  while  laughing  away  the  mock- 
ery and  torment  v.'hicli  the  Price 
System  is  handing  him. 

This  Continent's  guileless  dli^v- 
rsQtlc  Oododians  are  the  most  tra- 
gic of  its  Grumples  for  they  can- 
not strip  off  their  unblemished 
shirt  fronts  and  munt  remain  in- 
carcerated, even  incinerated,  in 
their  pin-striped  pants,  v;ith  not 
one  honorable  scientist  to  grieve 
over  their  prudiconiont,  or  even 
to  sympathize  with  the^i,  much  less 


to  envy  them.   Just  how  delio«tt^e 
and  fragile,  or  how  tmxgn  and  bull- 
ish, should  such  a  j>alltlcal  diplo- 
mat pretend  to  boT  For  prayerful 
pretense  is  tb©  essence  of  Price 
System  authority.

Ha4  the  pooplo  of   Urrltcrd  iTCatca 
not  beoii  tamly  generous,  they  would 
not  have  paid  three  times  the  cost 
of  Suez  for  the  Panama  Canal,   But 
you  know  how  effectively  our  diplo- 
mats handle  our  dollars!   President 
Gomel  Abd  Al  Nasir,  when  he  sits 
down  and  figures  the  chilly  arith- 
metic of  the  British,  French,  and 
Americans  In  their  goodwill  of  hav- 
ing already  taken  Arabian  and  Irani- 
an oil,  could  also  figure  that  soon- 
er or  later  they  might  each  want  to 
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get  control  of  Egypt's  Nile  river 
in  ordojr  to  shore  the  price  of 
cxrttQn,  Think  of  the  source  of 
the  White  Nllo— the  Lake  Victoria 
area,  as  large  as  Scotland— where 
John  Gunthor  in  'Inside  Africa' 
says : 

'At  Owens  Falls,  engineers  are 
storing  15,000  times  more  water 
per  unit  of  masonry  than  at  Hoo- 
ver (ex-Boulder)  Dam  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.   The  river  has  the 
capacity  to  produce  more  power 
In  forty-seven  miles  than  all 
the  rivers  in  the  whole  of  Eng- 
land, and,  when  (the  project  Is) 
completed,  the  turbines  will 
have  a  generating  capacity  of 
150,000  kilowatts.  The  total 
cost  of  the  project  is  estimated 
at  L   22,000,000,

A  minimum  of  F^UR  resources  are 
required  to  save  North  America  from 
annihilation,  therefore  it  becomes 
necessary  to  understand  the  DIFFER- 
ENCES IN  APPROACH  AND  EFFECT  between

SOCIAL  RESULTANT. 

The  addition  of  new  technologies 
and  of  atomic  power  changed  the 
configuration  of  Earth's  mathema- 
tical unity.

Pricro  cannot  enter  into  these 
functions.   It  is  not  necessary 
for  our  purpose  of  schematic  il- 
lustration to  state  the  exact  num- 
ber of  variables,  nor  ALL  their 
interactions. 

'  Please  concede  that  to  hring 
the  tremendous  PROBLEM  OF  NORTH 
AIpmCA'S  SURVIVAL  into  focus,  re- 
quires a  sort  of  verbal  cinerama 
effect  that  will  enable  "us  to  men- 
tally combine  the  images  of  many 
pictures  into  a  solid  comprehen-  , 
sion  of  facts.   Conveying  the  IN- 
TERPRETATION of  our  PHYSICAL  EN- 
VIRONMNT  was  the  keystone  set 
when  TECHNOCRACY  became  INCORPOR- 
ATED in  March  1933.  •  Try  to  In- 
terpret as  much  of  oiiv   physical 
environment  as  you  c&n:  forget 
the  edicts  and  guoeSworks  of  your 
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antiquated  Price  Systom  condltlcvn- 
Ing',  They  are  YOUR  Interferences » 

The  easiest,  if  not  the  safest, 
way  to  understand  the  meaning  of 
the  events^ In  the  changes- -from 
solar  to  ephemerls  to  atomic  seuond 
--In  the  measurement  of  time  and 
fractions  of  energy  potentials  In 
their  relationships,  is  to  venture 
forth  onto  the  freeways  where  they 
divide,  re-divide,  and  cross,  as 
they  distribute  millions  of  people 
during  rush  hours.  To  be  exact,  we 
admit  that  the  moving  cars  do  not 
contain  giant  electronic  computers, 
but  the  drivers  BEHAVE  as  though 
each  car  is  equipped  with  electron- 
ic devices  to  calculate  almost  hair- 
breadth distances  when  passing,  in 
changing  lanes,  and  that  one's  own 
car  repells  contact  with  its  near- 
est rival  for  the  free  use  of  the 
roadway. 

Be  forewarned:  DO  NOT  GO  FORTH  ON 
A  FREEWAY,  HOR  DTfO  NORTH  AMERICA »S 
FUTURE,  TRUSTING  ONLY  IN  GOD  THAT 
YOUR  LIFE  WILL  BE  SPARED,  Records 
of  FATALITIES  prompt  a  more  SECURE 
behavior. 

Advances  in  knowledge  and  the  ac- 
ceptable resulting  accomplishments 
have  always  been  made  much  harder 
to  achieve,  by  the  frequently  un- 
recognized use  of  interference  con- 
trols. The  main  one— POLITICS— 
whether  in  government  or  religion, 
arouses  us  against  this  or  that, 
but  never  FOR  the  acquisition  of  a 
a  more  complete  understanding  of 
our  NORTH  AMERICAN  SOCIAL  MECHANISM. 
Politics  does  not  really  want  to 
know  the  WHYS;  tha  BECAIf5BrOFa^ofJire 
on  this  EARTH,  nor  HOW  they  physi- 
cally and  mathematically  apply  to 
the  OPERATION  of  this  Continent, 
Politics  is  not  concerned  primarily 
with  research  but  with  manipulation 
--'get  yours-- the  Sun,  the  Moon, 
tho  Planets,  all  Heaven  included-- 
while  the  gettin'  is  good.'  Extra- 
territoriality, suzerainty!  Hiimbug, 


Tliere  is  a  glacial  pattern  no- 
ticeable in  tho  Northwestern 
United  States.   Are  the  politici- 
ans attempting  to  take  successive 
measurements  to  find  the  causo? 
They  will  become  interested  only 
if  at  some  time  the  ImmGdiatc  wea- 
ther conditions  prevent  electors 
from  reaching  poling  places,  or, 
if  by  creating  undue  fear  thoy 
can  aoirry  an  increase  in  taxes, 
tho  appropriations  from  which 
shall  then  be  divided  toward  the 
benefit  of  some  'insiders,'  but 
attention  to  the  particular  gla- 
cial conditions  shall  bo  nearly 
nil.   Other  important  patterns 
of  both  Nature  and  Man  are  simi- 
larly handled  by  the .politicians' 
hierarchic  conceit. 

Why  is  it  80  important  that  we 
know  the  Earth's  Patterns  in  pas- 
sing through  Time?  Whilo  politi- 
cians are  meditating,  wraagling, 
conniving,  the  groat  BULK  of 
North  Americans  have  to  live  min- 
us such  heroics.  Hurricanes, 
tornadoes,  floods  attack  us.  Few 
political  fathers  became  personal- 
ly affected  when  the  1955  hurri- 
canes passed  over  the  Midwest  and 
Atlantic  Seaboard,  by  the  flood- 
ing of  various  rivers  from  coast 
to  coast.   On  the  same  day  that 
the  Ohio  reached  flood  stage,  Au- 
gust 7,  1956,  Mr,  Eisenhower  wiel- 
ded his  invincible  pen   and  signed 
the  Flood  Insurance  Bill,   Neither 
the  Bill  nor  his  'good  intentions' 
prevented  the  floods,  deaths,  and 
injuries  resulting  from  Hurricane 
Diane,   The  politicians  simply  do 
not  yield  authority  to  our  NON- 
price-conscious  scientists,  engi- 
neers and  technicians  QUALIFIED 
TO  IMPROVE  much  of  our  physical 
environment. 

The  political  Method  of  Opera- 
tirn  fails  to  s^e  that  the  mecha- 
nics of  all  social  interrelation-

In  this  war  preparedness  market 
the  repercussions  from  Egyptian- 
grown  cotton  have  involved  us  with 
the  United  Arab  Republic,   Also,  we 
are  met  with  the  Soviet  Union's  de- 
termination to  outstrip  us  in  sci- 
ence, industrial  production,  educa- 
tion, AND,  in  the  'invitation*  that 
we  'must  leave  Berlin. '  Many  other 
f'orceful  harassments  complicate  the 
focusing  of  all  facets  of  our  life 
into  the  solid  comprehension  of 
PHASE  NUMBER  3  of  our  physical  en- 
vironment.  Since  Politics  is  Pi- 
nance  and  Finance  is  Politics,  both 
were  able  to  conceal  their  common 
Mbthod  of  Operation  from  an  indul- 
gent population,  nevertheless  we 
arc  in  PHASE  NUMBER  3.

♦seat  of  empire,'  American  diplom- 
acy 'liberated'  the  Philipines,' 
fought  two  World  Wars,  in  much  the 
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same  way  as  it  recognized  the  Dgatt* 
ocrat:ic  Republic  of  Korea,  Will 
v^e  re-insist  through  Chiang  Kai- 
3h<^k  upon  the  1890s'  ^Open  Door' 
in  China?  V/ill  some  mr,  slick, or 
a  mr,  more  slick,  or  a  mr,  most 
slick — b*3nevolent  rewarder  of  uni- 
versal peace--  Insist  upon  the 
'Open  Door'  in  Russia,  all  Asia, 
South  America,  our  own  North  ion*' 
erica  and  also  Heaven?  Quite  a 
number  of  /jnerioan  politicians 
have  always  wanted  to  become  God's 
chosen  monarchs,  eventually  to  be- 
come INTERNATIONAL  RULERS,  even 
though  in  most  places  overseas 
they  are  only  recognized  as  over- 
grown, mediocre,  ionorican  middle 
class  citizens.  Will  their  push- 
ing of  America's  'Opon  Door*  pol- 
icy into  the  Holy  Political  Alli- 
ance bring  both  IT  and  us  more 
grief  than  security? 

Many  more  questions  have  to  be 
answered  within  the  framework  of

permitted  to  live.   TECHNOCRACY  con- 
serves ONLY  those  features  which 
are  conducive  to  OUR  SURVIVAL  AS  A 
CONTINENTAL  COMMUNITY  and  withLolfilng 
ONLY  such  features  as  will  fit  into 
the  working  of  our  basic  operating 
structure* 

TECHNOCRACY,  to  be  named  THE  TECH-

is  physically  the  GEOGRAPHIC  OPERA- 
TIONAL UNIT,  compressed  into  area 
riTughly  from  the  Equator  to  the 
North  Pole  and  from  the  east  coast 
of  Greenland  to  the  International^ 
Date  Line,   TECHNOCRACY  seeks  to 
convey  ALL  TPiE  PERTINENT  FACTS  GEO- 
METRICALLY INSCRIBED  within  this 
one -sixth  of  the  Earth's  area,  and 
to  EXCLUDE  ALL  the  theoretical  and 
cultural  NONSENSE  heretofore  ad- 
vanced by  Americans  Commercial  Pol- 
icy.

PERFORMING  WORK  IN  THE  PUBLIC  IN- 
TEREST.  Thus,  Political  Activity 
SPLITS  what  should  be  FUNCTIONAL 
SOCIAL  CONTROL  into  the  machina- 
tions between  'big  bosses'  and  bro- 
ken-down methods*  'big  bosses'  and 
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investments,  inventories,  inter- 
est charges,  hianan  wants j  'big 
bosses'  and  migrations  from  one 
predicament  to  another i  defunct 
principles  of  war,  ignorant  arm- 
ies of  flesh  and  blood,  ALL  these 
are  so  scrambled  so  that  THE  big- 
gest bosses  reap  the  biggest  mon- 
etary rewards  by  thus  setting 
their  social,  gimmicks  into  motion. 
These  machinations  and  more  con- 
stitute the  Price  System, 

America  has  drifted  with  split 
eocial  control  ever  since  the  mis- 
named 'Indians'  arrived  from  the 
Orient,  and  the  equally  indefinite 
'barbarians'  arrived  from  the  Oc- 
cident, Acute  hostility  flared 
from  time  to  time.   Political  Ac- 
tivity slapped  some  big  wallops 
on  b«th  when  it  enacted. the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Act  of  1913,  and  the 
Webb-Pomerene  Act  of  1918,   These 
laid  the  ground  for  expanding  mon- 
etary Investments,  especially  in 
the  automotive  and  aviation  fieldsw 
But  it  was  not  until  AIR  NAVIGA- 
TION arrived  that  the  RAMIFICA- 
TIONS from  SPLIT  SOCIAL  CONTROL 
began  causing  almost  unbearable 
tantrums  within  the  Price  System, 

What  were  a  few  of  the  most  im- 
portant results  from  the  lnstal]£i- 
tion  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Sys- 
tem? The  greatest  was  that  of 
Economic  Illusion;  our  people  re- 
acted as  if  to  the  commands  of  a 
ghost,  which  in  reality  was  a  live 
skillful  manipulator  of  their  Me- 
dium of  Exchange,  The  use  of  ex- 
panded Credit  gave  to  the  people 
a  false  sense  of  security,  which 
in  turn  enfeebled  them: beyond  re- 
sistance to  ever-productive  cap- 
acity in  both  the  automotive  and 
aviation,  fields,  as  well  as  othera 
This  over-producijig  capacity  un- 
balanced the  Price,  System  to  the 
extent  that  it  can*  never  achieve 
eauilibrium. 


AIR  NAVIGATION  meant  pushing  cor- 
porate actions.  By  adding  the  per- 
pendicular or  sky  dimension  to  the 
area  of  North  America;.  AIR  NAVIGA- 
TION Increased  North  America's  so- 
cial complex  both  In  size  and  VUL- 
NERABLENESS,   AIR  NAVIGATION  soon 
began  encircling  the  Earth  for  the 
conquest  of  other  peoples'  natural 
re30urces--partlcularly  oil,  timg- 
sten,  uranium*  By  contracted  dis- 
tance  and  compressed  time,  AIR  NAV- 
IGATION introduced  WORLD-MINDEDNESS 
and  the  hope  for  OUTER-SPACE  DOME&. 
TICATION  FOR  A  MONETARY  PROFIT  for 
the  'biggest  bosses.'  Hence,  AIR 
NAVIGATION  required  new  strategies 
in  terras  of  MILITARY  ZONES,  with 
all  the  ensuing  consequences. 

During  World  War  II  and  the  Kore- 
an '.Var,  AIR  NAVIGATION  meant  PRO- 
TECTION or  DESTRUCTION  of  .SPECIFIC 
OBJECTIVES,  depending  upon  WHICH 
Commercial  Political  Hoodlums  cov- 
eted them  the  most.   This  adoles* 
cent  period  in  AIR  NAVIGATION,  by 
utilizing  the  brains  of  scientists, 
engineers,  and  technlcians--TECH- 
NOLOGTSTS--also  ushered  in  ELECTOCN- 
IC  COMPUTATION  and  AUTOMATION,  both 
mathematical  processes.

FINANCIER- POLITICIANS  and  their 
'diplomatic'  and  biologic  progeny 
could  make  additional  profits 
from  outer  space,  eventually  the 
unlimited  unlverse<»-from  time  Im- 
memorAble  that  sacred  realm  for 
commercial  imperiallam.  These  in- 
dividuals, with  their  party  heirs, 
have  Invested  Commercial  Policy, 
not  only  in  pounds  sterling, 
francs,  pesos,  lira,  yens,  mll- 
rios,  rubles--whatev©r  legal  stan- 
ards  exist  in  addition  to  Ameri- 
can dollars,  but  also  in  rockets, 
missiles,  satelites  to  encircle 
everything  encirclable.  Heroin 
comes  to  light  the  word  'PARITY.' 

PARITY  is  a  word  often  used  ig- 
norantly  in  commerce  and  politics 
by  the  novlcehood,  but  the  woi-d-- 
PARITY--i3  the  KEY  by  which  to  un- 
lock the  'mystery'  of  the  Price 
System.   'Parity'  is  not  easAly 
found  in  elementary  textbooks 
about  'Economies'.  The  terms  pur- 
chasing power,  money  fluctuations, 
Inflation,  deflation,  are  nu^jl'iled 
together  as  a  combination  subvsti- 
tute,  in  order  to  camouflage  the 
SOCIAL  SIGNIFICANCE  if  the  word 
PARITY  would  really  be  understood* 
VParity'  is  an  IMPOSSIBLE  MATHE- 
MATICAL SITUATION  within  the 
Price  System,  is  a  fiction  de-  .p 
scriptlon  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween two  or  more  unequal  vari- 
ables employed  in  the  attempt  to 
make  them  NEAR,  BUT  NOT  EXACTLY, 
equal,  so  that  exchange! s)  in 
ownership(s)  of  what-hc.ve-you  can 
be  accommodated  to  the  advantage 
of  one  or  more  of  the  exchangers. 
Within  the  concept  of  'parity  is 
incorporated  an  olemont  of  time 
lag  permitting  polyangular  buai- 
ness  transactions,  and  these  suc- 
cessive time  lags  permit  bnth 
source  and  monetary  manipulations 
to  be  made.  What  may  resemble 


parity  at  one  certain  minute  may 
not  do  so  a  few  minutes  later*   It 
Is  the  elasticity  within  the  con- 
cept of  parity  which  Introduces  all 
manners  of  pure  bunk,  deceit,  and 
skulduggery  into  the  Price  System. 
PARITY  IS  NOT  A  STABLE- -A  DEPINITE- 
Lr:FIXED— UNIT  OP  MEASUREMENT. 

After  the  political  enactment  of 
the  Webb- Pome rene  Act  of  1918,  the 
United  States  permitted  assoclatiaas 
t6  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
EXPORTING  goods  and  what-havo-you, 
while  like  associations  were  for- 
bidden to  organize  for  purposes  of 
enn-c.ging  in  the  same  kind  of  trad- 
ing WITHIN  the  United  States,   This 
meant:  there  were  trusty  and,  anti- 
trust, arrangements,  by  which  an 
export  American  dollar  OR  ITS 'EQUI- 
VALENT' IN  FOREIGN  FUNDS,  maintalrai 
a  different  'value'  than  that  of  a 
domestic  American  dollar. 


WHICH  'patrlotlci  tax^and-pcn- 
slon-paylng  American  owned  which 
dollar?  WHICH  'patriotic'  tariff 
or  give-away 'foreign  aid'  Ameri- 
can owned  which  dollar?  Also, 
how  many  pounds  sterling  could 
Britains  say  were  the  PAR 'and 
'book  values'  of  British  invest- 
ments in  America?  Likewise,  what 
were  the  PAR  and  'book  values' 
of  tho  German  Relchsmarks  (later 
marks)  investments  in  Amerika? 
What  wore  the  PAR  and  »book  val- 
ues' of  the  American  dollar  in 
Russia?

PARITY  is  the  spoken  or  written  symbol  (P)oof  the  Price  System, 
denoting  changeableness  in  monetary  factors  supposed  to  be  equi- 
valent.

V=B  r^h  X  3.1416   THEN  P  is  supposed  to  equal  V,  which  is  mathe- 
matically IMPOSSIBLE. 


The  above  surely  is  a  cogent  ex- 
ample of  THEORETICAL  NONSENSE.  Th«lB 
could  be,  and  are,  many  more. 

PARITY  (P)  can  never  equal  Volume 
(V),  or  vise  versa,  because  of  tho 


amounts  of  profit  desired  in  each 
of  the  transactions,  in  each  of 
the  countries  wherein  transac- 
tions occur.   Profits  are  variable 
in  accordance  with  the  political 
ease  (whether  of  democracy,  mon- 
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archy,  dictatorship,  republic,  or 
of  colonial  status)  by  which  thoy 
can  bo  achieved,  through  operating 
respectively  automatic  processes, 
or,  by  using  domesticated  animals 
and  liand  tool  labor.  The  Commorcl- 
al-Political  Policies  of  each  of 
the  exchangers  are  different  and 
variable.   PARITY  becomes  an  ex- 
pression of  double,  triple,  quad- 
ruple, etc,  substitutions  for  what 
is  erroneously  expected  by  the  un- 
informed to  be  EQUIVALENCE — substi- 
tutions for  EXACT  MATHEM/iTIGALLY 
CONSISTENT  MEASUREMENTS  AND  THEIR 
RELATIONSHIPS  TO  EACH  OTHER. 

Ironically,  PARH?Y  la  philosophi- 
cally hold  to  be  the  KEY  that  will 
lock  out  SOCIAL  CHANGE  on  our  own 
soil.   One  example  should  bo  suffi- 
cient to  suggest  others:  Compare 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  /imori- 
can  citizen  exchanging  his  manhours 
in  his  job  as  president  of  a  largo 
ngriculturcll  corporation,  with,  tha 
purchasing  power  of  the  /imericr.n 
citizen  who  is  a  farm  laborer  in 
the  production  of  whatever  the  cor- 
poration'is  concerned.  Both  men 
arc  Gupposodly  honorable  citizona 
engaged  in  the  same  industry  and 
subject  to  the  same  vagaries  of  the 
market  for  their  incomes,  BUT  IMI^IE- 
DIATELY,  A  DOLLAR  AND  CENTS  BARRIER 
is  erected  v;ithin  the  concept  of 
their  CITIZE^^SHIP  rights. WHO  IS  TO 
SURVIVE — Mr.  President,  or,  Hiram, 
the  farm  hand? 

Tliere  can  bo  NO  'parity*  of  citi- 
e-onchip  WITHIN  THE  PRICE  SYSTEM. 
There  can  be  no  REAL  EQUALITY  of 
citLzonship  within  the  Price  System* 
How  ridiculous  the  situation  bo- 
comc3  when  each  trios  to  destroy 
the  other  through  pure  emotionaliani 

Tlio  Price  System  is  disintegrat- 
ing bccDuse  of  its  own  STRUCTURAL 

inconsistonces.   These  are  many 
thousandfold.  With  each  passing 
hour,  America's  Commercial  Politi- 
cal Policy  is  coming  closer  to  to- 


tal collapoo,  WHY?  Because 
North  America  does  not  have  a 
UNIFIED  PURPOSE  by  which  to  encom- 
pass its  one-sixth  of  the>Earth'3 
surface.  All  philosophies  of-  the 
Constitutional  governments  to  the 
"contrary.  North  America  does  NOT 
have  a  mathematically  integrated 
SOCIAL  MECHANISM,  for  the  nimple 
reason  that  it  does  NOT  use  a 
stable  UNIT  OP  ENERGY  ^!EASURFriIENT 
TO  GUARANTEE  CONSUMING  POWER  AS

As  a  modern  concept  there  has 
come  into  mathematical  usage  a 
now  symbol — the  small  letter  'u' 
to  express  union--  'and  u  or,' 
contracted  into  'and/or.*   Try  to 
visualize  the  social  significance 
of  the  Energy  Plow  by  thinking 
about  HOW  your  house  is  wired  to 
furnish  access  connections  for 
your  various  electrical  applian- 
ces. When  the  housewife  plug"  in 
the  electric  iron  (or. any  other, 
appliance)  the  current  flowing 
along  the  house  wiring  is  tanked 
to  also  flow  along  the  v/lro  ..n 
th«  iron.  This  arrangomon'-  con- 
stitutes an  'and/or'  situation  in 
tho  collection  of  possibilitios 
for  several  usage  connections-- 
for  heater,  perculator,  fan,  etc. 
This  collection  of  usages  is  con- 
sidered the  'set'  for  your  house. 
Your  neighbors  also  have  respoc- 
tive  'sets'  for  the  Flov/  of  Ener- 
gy through  their  houses.  And  all 
sets  are  served  through  the  power 
circuit  in  your  area.   The  social 
significance  TECHNOCRACY  wants 
you  to  consider  is  that  of  a  con- 
stant Flow  of  Energy  with  selec- 
tiv.o  ON-OFF  connections,  the  and/ 
or  union,  no  matter  who  uses  the 
current. 

The  amount  of  current  generated 
at  the  source  is  measuroablo,  and 
therefore  known.   By  tho  uso  of 
meters,  the  various  amounts  u-jcd 
by  eocrh  household  are  also  known, 
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and  the  entire  and/or  system  la  OP- 
ERATIONAL by  means  of  accounting 
In  units  of  Energy  Plow,  The  sys- 
tem works.  Repeat:   THE  SYSTEM 
WORKS. 

Once  YOU  can  understand  the  above 
explanation  YOTJ  can  also  understand 
the  basic  operational  Idea  which  Is 
TECHNOCRACY.   You  will  observe  that 
the  CONCEPT  OP  MONEY  for  use  In  the 
distribution  of  the  commodity  we 
know  as  electricity  beccwnes  entire- 
ly UNNECESSARY  in  OPERATIONAL- 
FUNCTIONAL — procedure.  Granted 
that  under  the  many  thumbs  of  Amer- 
ica's Coramorcial-Political  Policy 
you  have  to  pay  your  electric  bills, 
but  THAT  social  feature  has  been

TECHNOCRACY  is  the  physical  SOCI-

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TOU,  one  of  the  more  than  five 
million  unemployed*  YOU,  one  of 
the  youths  in  school,  college,  or 
university;  YOU,  one  of  the  gen- 
eral anxiety-filled  majority  of 
adult  citizens  in  the  various 
political  subdivisions  of  North 
America;  YOU,  one  of  the  'high, 
holy-or-not-so-holy,' mighty;  • 
WHERE  WILL  EACH  OF  YOU  BE  WHEN 
THE  PRICE  SYSTEM  STRUCTURE  BLOWS 
ITS  LAST  SOCIAL  FUSE?  War,  or 
no  war,  that  SOCIAL  FUSE  built 
from  the  concepts  of  monetary  ex- 
changes and  soldered  with  the 
weaknesses  of  'parity',  can't 
last  much  longer, 

SOME  of  the  ultra  financial 
wizards  may  try  to  penny-up  the 
meter  box  connections  through  the 
process  of  creating  World  War  113^ 
but  most  of  us  KNOW  that  the  re- 
sults will  mean  a  complete  black- 
out for  the  Price  System,  This 
last  statement  is  not  meant  to 
emotionally  excite  you,   TECHNOC- 
CRACY  does  NOT  depend  upon  emo- 
tions for  its  installation.   The 
BLACKOUT  will  come  as  the  result 
Of  circuits  OVERLOADING  THE  CAP- 
ACITY OF  THE  PRICE  SYSTEM  TO

AMORTIZATION  is  a  word  you 
should  also  understand.  Good  hus- 
bandry of  any  racket  maiijtains 
the  core  of  that  racket  as  some- 
thing to  be  kept  intact  and  cap- 
able of  growth.  From  this  in- 
crease in  growth  shall  come  the 
funds-- the  vitality— for  the  re- 
placement of  that  which  naturally 
wears  out.

ORS I  How  and  when  will  the  FINISH-

BIG  man,  LITTLE  man,  how  stupid 
of  you  to  have  scrimped  and  saved 
for 'the  rainy  day, '--your  personal 
bout  with  YOUR  competitors!  The 
day  when  other  countries'  hydrogen 
or  cobalt  bombs  instead  of  nature's 
dew-drops  might  rain  upon  youl  How 
stupid  of  you  rugged  individual-

SHALL  BE  ABLE  TO  CONSUME  WHATEVER 
OUR  OWN  CONTINENT  CAN  TECHNOLOGI-

Suppose  Mrs'.  Jones  were  just  an 
ordinary  teacher.   Likely  she 
would  say  to  herself:  'I've  got 
story  books  galore  on  history, 
manufacturing,  agriculture,  eco- 
nomics, commerce,  banking,  polit- 
ical science--various  subjects 
having  to  do  with  MONEY.   The 

people  and  businessmen  have 
approved  of  these  books 
books  would  have  been 
out  long  ago,  so  I  won't 
bother  about  WHAT 
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books  SAY.   I  won't  have  to  worry 
about  changing  anything.  I'll 
just  retell  all  the  fables  as  if 
they  were  the  PACTS  of  today. 
This  way  I'll  be  following  the 
democratic  process  and  I'll  stay

out  of  trouble.' 


Such  a  teacher  accepts  mostly 
OPINIONS,  for  the  books  usually 
v/ere  written  to  keep  the  pupils 
following  the  same  paths  which  have 
kept  the  world  in  constant  troubles 
of  one  sort  or  another.   In  other 
parts  of  the  world  this  kind  of  SO- 
CIAL CONTROL  has  been  variously 
called  socialism,  fascism,  commun- 
ism, almost  anything,  but*  in  Ameri- 
ca it  has  been,  and  is,  called  *de- 
mocracy.*  We  Technocrats  call  this 
METHOD  of  accepting  opinlons-ln- 
print,  as  well  as  by  speech,  the 
TRADITIONAL  METHOD,  This  do-not- 
tamper-with  Americans'  general-at- 
titude, wears  a  false  face,  not  on- 
ly on  Halloween,  but  every  day  In 
the  year,  and  as  school  children 
all  of  us  Y/ere  taught  to  accept  and 
to  like  this  Price  System — this 
money-loving  'democracy,*   Pev/  per- 
sons realize  it  is  a  studied  and 
geared  FORM  by  which  some  people 
hope  to  continue  THEIR  SOCIAL  CON- 
TROL over  tinisting  and  obedient 
persons  brought  under  them  for 
guidance • 

Sec,  5.  FLYING— OPERATING  A  KITE 

Jimmie,  we  are  sure  that  if  you 
have  ever  tried  to  fly  a  kite--re- 
ally  get  it  high  in  the  air — in 
weather  'not  suited'  to  flying,  you 
know  that  no  matter  v;hat  all  the 
'butt-in-skees'  tell  you  about  HOW 
THEY  would  fly  It,  their  advise 
wouldn't  do  you  any  good.  What  you 
would  KNOW  about  the  weather  condi- 
tions and  the  kite--these  two  things 
— vjould  determine  for  you  whether 
or  not  the  kite  could  be  kept  aloft. 
If  many  times  you  have  watched  HOW 
the  same  kind  of  kite  has  acted  in 
the  same  kind  of  weather,  you  would 
know  more  than  all  the  'butt-in- 
skees'  no  matter  how  positive  they 
would  appear  to  be,  even  If  they 
would  take  up  the  matter  with  the 
United  Nations,  By. your  watchlngs, 
comoarisons-  and  contrasts — your 
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observations  and  verifications-- 
you  would  be  applying  the  SdEII- 
TIFIC  METHOD. 

See,  4,  APPLYING  THE  SCIENTIFIC 
METHOD 

TECHNOCRACY  INC,  is  the  legal 
name  for  the  Organization  which 
for  the  last  40  years— first  as 
the  Technical  Alliance,  then 
changed  to  Technocracy  Inc, — has 
been  applying  the  SCIENTIFIC  ME1H- 
OD  TO  THE  OPERATION  OP  NORTH  AMER- 
ICA'S SOCIAL  IffiCHANISM,  IN  THE 
ENVIRONMENT  OF  THE  CONTINENT  OP 
NORTH  AMERICA. 

Jimmie,  the  flying  kite  utiliz- 
ing air  pressures  and  pulls  on 
Its  parts  happens  to  be  a  mechan- 
ism. It  responds  to  the  force  of 
the  wind  acting  upon  it.  Also, 
whatever  the  kite  is  made  of  re- 
sponds to  the  force  of  gravity. 
How  It  is  constructed  is  its  de- 
sign and  is  very  important.  The 
pTill  of  the  string  you  hold  in 
your  hand  determines  the  relation- 
ship between  the  forces  of  the 
wind  and  gravity,  and  whether  or 
not  the  kite  will  float  in  the 
air— 'fly,'  All  relationships 
considered,  and  without  THOUGHT 
of  its  own  to  purposefully  direct 
it,  we  can  call  the  flying  kite 
a  mechanism--a  machine. 

The  same  physical  generalities 
apply  to  the  operation  of  the  ma- 
chinery that  either  'divides-up' 
or  fails  to  'divide-up'  the  things 
which  are  necessary  in  order  that 
we  may  live  together.  Good,  bad, 
or  mixed,  HOW  v/e  live  together  is 
called  the  DESIGN  of  our  SOCIAL 
ARRANGEMENTS,  Until  the  time 
that  AUTOMATION  became  the  major 
feature  to  interfere  with  the  ar- 
rangements in  producing  a  scarc- 
ity, we  could  'THINK-UP'  various 
kinds  of  arrangements  in  relatlcn- 
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ships  and  hope  to  get  by.  Society 
rsally  didn't  get  by  very  well,  be* 
cause  we  always  had  wars.   This  SO- 
CI/iL  fffiCHANISM  of  our  ALWAYS  re- 
mained all  fouled  up  through  the 
next  war,  and  another,  and  another. 
The  American  people,  trying  to  win 
World  War  II,  coined  an  expression 
'SNAFU--Situatlon  Normal:  All  PbiQi9<! 
Up«*   We  have  no  notion  of  what 
REAL  PEACE  is  like. 

We  didn«t  win  the  PEACE  to  end 
wars  because  we  didn't  want  to.  We 
failed  as  a  people  to  realize  that 
we  have  physically — Industrially- 
outgrown  most  of  the  ideas  we  try 
to  apply  to  the  OPERATION  of  our 
SOCIAL  MECHANISM.   In  effect  v;e  are 
trying  so  very  hard  to  keep  all  our 
grovm  men  and  v»'omen  in  social  dia- 
pers and  feed  them  from  a  nippled 
baby  bottle.  We  fall  to  realize 
that  SCIENCE  has  been  trying  to 
make  them  grow  up,  trying  to  make 
them  understand  that  THE  RELATION- 
SHIPS OP  PHYSICAL  FORCES  ACT  UPON 
•MACHINERY  AND  EITHER  MAKE  IT  OPER- 
ATE, OR,  PREVENT  IT  PROM  OPERATING. 
'Ordinary  knowledge'  is  so  often 
applied,  applied  where  SPECIFIC 
KNOWLEDGE  would  solve  a  problem. 
Ordinary  knowledge  is  hit  or  miss; 
mostly  it  has  missed  the  correctli^ 
of  a  3.1 3uation  or  the  solving  of  a 
problem.   SPECIFIC  KNOVITLEDGE— not 
ordinary  human  'thinking' — is  what 
has  been  built  into  EVERY  AUTOMA- 
TION PROCESS.

To  describe 
such  mixed-up-ness,  TECHNOCRATS  use 
the  word,  ENTROPY,  instead.

SURVIVAL  demands  the  PHYSICAL  FORCE 
of  COMPLETE  AUTOMATION  TO  PUSH  US 
FORV/ARD , 


To  know  the  DIFFERENCE  between 
DEMOCRACY  and  TECHNOCRACY,  we 
have  to  Icnow  the  difference  ba- 
tween  GOVERNIffilNT  by  executive , 
legislative,  and  judicial  pow^r, 
aa  one  way  of  doing  things,  end,

SIGN- AND  SPECIFICATION,  as  the 
other  way  of  doing  things, 

Jlnmile,  some  teacher  may  have 
asked  you  to  memorize  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  Address,  Remember, 
HIS  vague  promise  that  » govern- 
ment of  the  people,  bj  the  people, 
for  tKe  people,  shall  not  perish 
from  this  earthl   'OF,  BY*  FOR, 
FROM*  grammatiGally"^XPKESS  RELA- 
^^loiTSHIPS.  Lincoln  wanted  to  ex- 
press HIS  idea  of  the  relation- 
ship between  the  American  govern- 
ment and  the  American  people, 
'Government'  meant  and  means  only 
one  thing — the  prescribed.  POVrER 
entrusted  to  various  PERSONS — the 
power  of  PERSONS— to  have  their 
person-made  pre-decisions  (not  re- 
lated to  facts,  but  to  wishes)  en- 
forced. The  Constitution  of  limi- 
ted States  says:  1,  'The  Congress 
shall  have  power,,,:'  2,  'He  (the 
President)  shall  have  power,^.. :' 
and  3,  'The  judicial  power  shall 
,,,,'  Members  of  Congress,  ths 
President,  Judges  and  juries,  are 
PERSONS,  and  they  represent  PER-

IMK3KIP  AMERICA'S  POTENTIAL  in  a 
World  War  II  victory.  FACTUAL  MIL- 
ITARY AND  PSYCHOLOGICAL  VICTORY  was 
too  elusive  a  condition  for  their 
J)olitical  minds  to  comprehend,  'Po- 
litical Science'  had  interfer'ed  be- 
fore and  during  the  war  and  they  re- 
spected 'Political  Science,'  above 
the  TECHNOLOGICAL  COMPETENCE  which 
would  have  made  PERMANENT  VICTORY 
possible.   'Political  Science,  un- 
wittingly, but  nevertheless,  did 
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hand  Russia  prospective  victory 
in  America's  default  of  American 
social  courage.  And  Russia  has 
since  threatened  to  use  her  pro- 
epective-now-turned-real  victory 
against  us.  Whose  blame  is  if? 

Roosevelt  should  have  known  bet- 
ter, for  in  1955  in  his  Inaugi:ral 
Address,  he  said:  'It  is  hoped 
that  the  normal  balance  of  execu- 
tive -and  legislative  authority  .. 
ma.y  be  wholly  equal,  wholly  &:.8- 
quate  to  meet  the  unprecedented 
task  before  "us ... .But  in  the  e- 
vent  that  Congress  shall  fail,,,« 
and  the  national  emergency  is 
still  critical,  I  shall  ask  Con- 
gress for  broad  executive  power 
to-  wage  war  against  the  emergency 
(of  depression  days),  as  great  as 
the  power  that  would  be  given  to 
•me  if  we  were  in  fact  invaded  by 
a  foreign  foe. '  • 

By  stages,  Roosevelt  WAS  given 
the  power  he  had  asked  for.  TIov- 
ember  17,  1933,  diplomatic  rela- 
tions were  resumed  with  the  Sovi- 
et Union.  Roosevelt's  position 
was  that  of  king-pin  in  the  situ- 
ation. December  7,  1941,  Pea^l 
Harbor,  U.S.A.,  WAS  Invaded  by 
the  Japanese.  But  Roosevelt 
FAILED  TO  APPLY  THE  TECHNOLOGY  OF 
•TOTAL  CONSCRIPTION  which  would 
have  promptly  EITOED  the  war.   In- 
stead, the  war  increased  in  its 
deadllness.  Roosevelt  died  April 
12,  1945,  before  the  war  'ended.' 

Harry  Truman  spread  both  his  po- 
litical conceit  and  his  country's 
military  wings  to  cover  what  ber- 
came  known  as  the  'BI-PARTISAN 
FOREIGN  POLICY.'   That  policy' 
aimed  directly  at  the  'contain- 
ment of  Russia;' the  helping  of 
Western  .Europe  in  order  to  estab- 
lish an  economic  \inity  against 
Russian  trade  expansion;  and  the 
erection  of  a  military  pact 
called  NATO  in  order  to  pack  the 
Security  Council  of  United  Nations 


to  overpower  the  Soviet  Union. 

Please  recall  what  President  James 
Monroe  said  136  years  ago  on  Decem- 
ember  2,   1823:   » It  is  only  when 
our  rights  are  Invaded  or  seriously 
menaced  that  we  resent  injuries.  ••• 
With  the  existing  colonies  or  do- 
pendencies  of  any  European  power  we 
have  not  interferred  and  shall  not 
interfere.'   PLEASE  TELL  US  WHEN 
AiTO  KOW  »OUR  U.S. RIGHTS'  WERE  IN- 
VADED BY  THE  SOVIET  UNION?  Even 
consider  the  phrase-:  'or  seriously 
menaced, *  as  pertaining  to  our 
' rights •» 

Soviet  expansion  did  begin  to 
'seriously  menace' our  inflated 
prestige --OUR  EGO,  but  hardly  our 
'RIGHTS.'   To  protect  our  rights, 
Trixman's  administration  should  have 
concerned  Itself  with  first  DEFIN- 
ING our  RIGHTS,  and  then  with  OR- 
GANizjNO  the  structure  of  our  soci- 
al institutions-*-our  social  tissues 
n-to  fit  the  rudimentary  skeleton 
of  our  ever  faster  developing  TECH- 
NOLOGY. But  Truman,  like  Roosevelt, 
was  a  'political  scientist,'  not  a 
TECHNOLOGIST*   A  TECHNOLOGIST'kncws 
the  difference  between  BIO-TECHNO- 
LOGICAL GOVERNANCE  and  'POLITICAL 
SCIENCE.'  Before  we  complete  this 
writing,  we'll  explain  this  DIFFER- 
ENCE, but  because  Dwight  D.  Elsen- 
hower cajue  to  step  squarely  into 
Truman's  BI-PARTISAN  FOREIGN  POLICY, 
it  becomes  necessary  to  point  out 
what  should  be  obvious:   the  dupli- 
city which  is  called  'Political  Sci- 
ence. »  There  Is  no  SCIENCE  in  lt» 

'Political  Science'  originated 
long  before  the  Christian  era.   It 
individualized  and  separated  one 
tribe  from  another  in  accordance 
with  the  predominant  social  inter- 
est and  authority*  So,  oracles- 
absentee  manlpulators--later  estab- 
lished churches,  cliques,  'democra- 
cies,' military  combinations  of  for- 
midable dimensions,  based  upon  the 
conventions  and  rituals  which  the 
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various  tribes  or  groups  held  as 
'sacred.'   B.C.  (before  Christ) 
Croesus  was  a  'political  science' 
Lydlan  monarch  (v/ith  his  own  brand 
of  FOREIGN  SERVICE)  who  consulted 
several  oracles  because  he  wanted 
to  subdue  Cyrus,  the  wealthy  Per- 
sian monarch.   Croesus  asked: 
'Shall  Croesus  now  march  against 
Cyrus  and  the  Persians?'  The  Ora- 
cle of  Delphi  is  said  to  have  re- 
plied: 'If  you  and  your  armies 
march  against  Cyrus  a  great  empire 
will  be  destroyed,'  And  Croesus 
felt  HIS  armies  with  his  cavtlry 
were  Invulnerable*  'Troops,  Atuackl' 

Did  Dwight  D.  Elsenhower  fe^jl 
the  same  way  when  he  spoke  public- 
ly December  3,  1959,  just  before 
HE  left  for  ROME,  his  FIRST  atop 
on  his  3-week  journey  half  way 
around  the  world?  Ike  said: 

'Our  country  has  been  unjustly 
described  as  6ne  jyur suing  only 
materialistic  goals,  as  building 
a  culture  whose  hallmark  are  gad- 
gets and  shallow  pleasures,  as 
prizing  wealth  above  Ideals,  ma- 
chines above  spirit,  leisure  a- 
bove  learning,  and  war  above 
peace.  ♦..'   In  regard  to  the  man- 
agement-labor dispute  he  said: 
'The  Nation  is  determined  TO  PRE- 
SERVE FREE  ENTERPRISE,  Including 
free  collective  bargaining.  The 
exact  METHODS  the  parties  agree 
upon  advancing  negotiation,  ARE 
of  relatively  LITTLE  IMPORTANCE 
TO  THE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE.  ...We 
have  heard  much  of  the  phrase. 
Peace  and  Friendship. ..We  should 
say  Instead:   Peace  and  Friend- 
ship in  Freedom.'   WE  TECHNOCRATS 
ask:   FREEDOM  TO  DO  WHAT? 

Could  any  description  of  the 
METHODS  of  'Political  Science,'' 
including  those  of  the  State  De- 
partment Foreign  Geographical  Of- 
fices, condemn  'Political  Science' 
more  than  the'  demonstrations  pre- 
sented to  us  over  TV  and  reported 


t^  radio  and  press  during  this  Dec- 
ember, 1959?  Quote  from  the  Associ- 
ated Press  from  Vatican  City; 

'"The  Star-Spangled  Banner" 
echoed  in  the  ancient  courtyard  of 
St.  Damascus,  heart  of  the  108- 
acre  Vatican  State,  as  the  Presi- 
dent came  to  see  the  Pope#  •♦•The 
U.S.  President  came  as  a  private 
citizen,  in  an  important  interlude" 
in  his  three-continent,  11  nation 
tour#  • • .At  the  arch,  entrance  to

AIN'T,  PEACE  and  FRIENDSHIP,  won- 
derful? Do  all  « PRIVATE  U.S.  cit- 
izens' on  arriving  at  the  entrance 
to  Vatican  City  receive  such  Swiss 
Guard  attention  and  salutation? 
Whenever  a  good  politician  turns  in- 
to a  common  'private  citizen,*  is  he 
bent  upon  increasing  even  by  just 
one  the  millions  of  otherwise  count- 
less 'morons'  he  is  trying  to  up- 
lift 'in  justice  and  in  freedom'? 
In  this  world  of  so  much  interna* 
tional  tension,  we  must  trouble  Mr. 
Eisenhower— private  citizen  Eisen- 
hower— to  ask  him  WHAT  he  really 
meant  to  accomplish  by  his  fevj  hours 
of  transition  from  President  of  U« 
S.  A,  to  the  ubiquitarian  of  the  er>- 
tire  'free  world'?  WHY,  in  this  en- 
lightened age  of  ICBMs  did  he  try 
to  continue  the  substitution  of  eth- 
ical romance  for  GENUINE  SOCIAL 
TECHNOLOGY?  Does  he  want  all  of  us 
American  private  citizens  to  pay 
homage  to  the  Oracle  of  Rome? 

When  Niklta  Khrushchev,  Chairman 
of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  the 
USSR,  visited  the  tabernacle  of 
'free  peace'  and  'free  frienship'in 
Hollywood-Los  Angeles,  U.S.A.,  Sep- 
tember 19-20,  1959,  the  fact  of  his 
tour— re  the  cold  war— should  have 
registered.  He  had  the  frankness 
and  honesty  to  tell  us  U.S.A.  citi- 


zens:^ (As  translated  by  his  own 

translator) 

'The  most  important  pressing 
problem  is  THAT  OP  DISARI^MSNT. . 
•Not  even  the  senseless  waste 
of  human  effort,  knowledge  and 
ingenuity,  not  the  great  econom- 
ic burden.., BUT  PRECISELY  THE 
DANGER  OP  A  MILITARY  EXPLOSION, 
which  invariably  attends  the 
arms  race,  IS  THE  QUESTION  OP 
WAR  OR  PEACE.... The  speakers 
that  proceeded  me  rais.ed  a  num- 
ber of  points  which  I  can't  fail 
to  answer.' 

Note  in  that  which  follows,  Mr. 
K's  reference  to  a  HORSE,  for  la^ 
ter  we  will  refer  to  a  situation 
wherein  the  action  of  HORSES  pre- 
cipitated the  downfall  of  the  an- 
cient, but  then  very  important, 
Asiatic  power— Lydla,  Lydia, xander 
Croesus,  was  noted  for  its  commer- 
cial and  B.C. industrial  enterprise 
Mr.  K  continued: 

'  '  If  you  want  to  coiitinue  the 
arms  race;  if  you  want  to  get  up 
ON  THIS  FAVORITE  HORSE  OF  YOURS, 
and  proceed  in  the  same  old  di- 
rection; if  you  want  to  get  up 
on  it  and  sit  tightly  in  the 
saddle,  WHAT  CAN  THIS  HORSE 
LEAD  YOU  TO?' 

We  repeat  Mr.  K,  'WHAT  CAN  THIS 
HORSE  LEAD  YOU  TO?  Was  Mr.  K  pro- 
jecting into  the  future  an  histoid 
ic  battlefield  parallel— that  of 
Croesus  vs  Cyrus--when  he  said; 

'  If  you  want  a  ti/ar  then  do  get 
up  on  that  horse.  ...The  ques- 
tion is  between  PEACE  or  WAR 
BETWEEN  OUR  TWO  NATIONS,  A  QUES- 
TION OP  THE  LIFE  OR  DEATH  OF  OTR 
PEOPLE.  We  are  extending  the 
hand  of  friendship.   If  you  ac- 
cept it,  then  you  should  mani- 
fest a  reasonable  approach  to 
the  matters*  We  hold  positions 
of  too  much  responsibility,,.. 
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to  play  upon  words,' 

•PEACE  OR  WAR  BETWEEN  OUR  TWO  NA- 
TIONS I''  •■   Whether  or  not  we  like 
X!iru3hchev' 3  bluntnesa,  should  the 
fighting  of  World  War  II  be  resumed 
and  be  called  World  War  III,  we  of 
U.S.A.  cannot  then  call  the  Soviets' 
bohavlor  'an  act  of  infamy'  or  a 
'stab  In  the  bark,'  for  their  Chair- 
man of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
wz-.rned  us  early,  shortly  after  mld- 
n-lght.  In  the  morning  of  September 
20,  1959#.Hls  words  were  explicit. 

And  President  Elsenhower  in  re- 
sponse, unable  to  extricate  himself 
from  TRUMAN'S  BI-PARTISAN  FOREIGN 
POLICY,  managed  to  have  hi s- -Elsen- 
hower' s-State  Department  contact 
the  various  GEOGRAPHIC  OFFICES  in 
charge  of  European  Affairs,  Near 
Eastern  and  African  Affairs,  and 
American  Republic  Affairs.   In  def- 
inition: 'The  Geographic  Offices 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  formu- 
lation of  over-all  United  States 
policy  toward  the  countries  within 
their  jurisdiction  and  for  the  co- 
ordination, as  to  these  countries, 
of  the  programs  and  activities  of 
obhor  Offices  and  Divisions  of  the 
Department,  and  other  federal  agen- 
cies, with  over-all  United  States 
policy.'  (Prom  The  Foreign  Service 
Act— Public  Law  724-79th  Congress) 
So,  the  Foreign  Offices  set  to  work 
to  arrange  a  Price  System  ROMAUNT— 
a  rhythmitized  (except  for  Paris) 
'free  world'  political  romance •  And 
Eisenhower  cleverly  added  the  words: 
'FOOD'  and  'FAMILY'  to  peace  and 
friendship  IN  FREEDOM. 

Who  knows:  Could  B.C.  Croesus 
have  had  SUCH  public  relations  ef- 
ficiancy  in  shaping  his  Lydian  af- 
fairs, he  might  much  more  easily 
have  made  his  defensive  alliance 
with  the  Lacedemonians  and  the 
Egyptians,  even  more  powerful  than 
it  was.  Croesus's  troops  confident- 
ly rode  their  horses  toward  Cyrus's 
troops.   But  Cyrus  outsmarted  Croe- 


sus and  his  allies,  not  with  Spjt- 
nika  and  Luniks,  but  of  all  things, 
with  smelly  camels.   Recall  Chilr ~ 
man  Khrushchev's  possibly  signifi- 
cant allusion  (while  he  was  1^ 
Los  Angeles)  to  'getting  up  o: 
this  favorite  horse  of  yours.' 
How  costly  in  taxpayers  dollai'»3, 
and  more  significantly,  IN  IIJT2R- 
NATIONAL  PEACE  MECHANICS,  was  this 
boosting-up  of  Elsenhower  by  the 
Geographic  Offices,  into  the  B?ice 
System's  saddle?  Could  Mayor 
Poulson  of  Los  Angeles  have  delib- 
erately administered  a  more  'dip- 
lomatic' rebuff  for  the  Chainran 
of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of 
the  Soviet  Union  than  did  Presi- 
dent Elsenhower? 

As  soon  as  Croesus's  horses 
scented  and  saw  Cyrus's  camels, 
the  horses  turned  and  ran  back, 
because  they  Just  could  not  tolei>- 
ate  the  smell  and  sight  of  camels.

Croesus's  hopes  for  victory  were 
shattered.   Today,  instead  of 
horses  and  camels  to  decide  bat- 
tles, there  exist  TWO  CONTINENTAL 
AREAS— CONTINENTALISMS— in  RIVAL- 
RY, not  only  because  of  ICBf.!3,but 
because  of  their  respective  TECH-

fortune  hunters  are  REALLY  making 
r)ut.

Did  Ike,  (even  in  India  he  was 
reported  to  have  been  called  Ike) 
make  his  southern  belt  trip  a- 
cross  Europe,  Asia,  and  the  tip 
of  Africa  to  try  to  reconsolldate 
the  diplomacy,  laws,  and  religi- 
ons, of  earlier  days?  Or,  did  he 
make  the  trip  to  Inteirigently 
find  a  means  by  which  to  meaaure 
the  effects  of  SOVIET.  TECHNOLOGY 
as  compared  with  the  effects  "of 
UNITED  STATES  TECHNOLOGY?   If  his 
observations — minus  Foreign  Offi- 
ces' planning— were  mad©  to  guage 
the  'free  world's'  MILITARY 
STRENGTH  in  the  countries  he  vis- 
ited, then  his  protestations  in

WE  TECHNOCRATS  are  trying  to 
point  to  the  DIFFERENCE  between  the 
TECHNOLOGICAL  APPLICATION  OP  PHYSI- 
CAL SCIENCE,  and,  the  METHODS  USED, 
by  'political  science,'   This  time 
written  without  caps  In  order  to  ex- 
press Its  Insignificance  as  the  way 
to  RESOLVE  problems.  The  applica- 
tion of  'political  science'  reduces 
the  fit  to  be  unfit  and  increases 
the  poverty  and  progeny  of  the  un- 
fit. The  Soviet  Union,  supposedly 
in  isolation,  apparently  knows  moie 
about  the  state  of  U.S.A. 's  GENERAL 
WELFARE,  than  do  our  citizens  liv- 
ing *ln  peace,  in  friendship,  and 
in  freedom'  as  provided  by  'politi- 
cal science.' 

The  technological  application  of 
PHYSICAL  science  means  making  such 
Adjustments  between  the  animal— 
LIAN--and  his  surroundings,  ideas, 
and  behalor  patterns,  as  are  posi- 
tive requirements  to  keep  him  alive 
as  a  SOCIAL  ORGANISM  in  a  socially 
superior  condition.  This  calls  for 
BIO- TECHNOLOGICAL  GOVERNANCE,  not 
the  political  whip. 

BIO-TECHNOLOGICAL  GOVERNANCE  18 
easily  defined:  VlTiatever  men,  v/o- 
men,  children,  and  production,  need 
to  keep  them  in  social  harmony,  can 
only  be,  and  must  be,  supplied  by 
the  most  efficient  TECHNOLOGICAL 
METHODS.   SOCIAL  HARMONY  MEANS  THE 
UNIFICATION  OF  THE  NORTH  AMERICAN 
CONTINENT  THROUGHOUT  ALL  ITS  STRUC- 
TURAL TISSUES— THE  FUNCTIONAL  AND 
SERVICE  SEQUENCES-- INCLUDING  THE 
CONTROL  DEVICES  V/HICH  ARE  REQUIRED 
TO  MAINTAIN  CONTINENTAL  RESEARCH, 
FOREIGN  RELATIONS,  AND  THE  PROTEC- 
TION OF  THE  CONTINENT. 

With  the  exception  of  NORTH  AfffilR- 
ICA'S  TECHNOCRATS,  no  nation  or 
group  of  people  appears  to  knov;  how 
to  define  OUR  NORTH  AfiERICAN  OBJEC- 
TIVE FOR  LIVING,   For  what  reason 
ARE  we  men  and  women  to  LIVE  and  to 
REPRODUCE — for  the  acquisition  of 
money,  of  credit,  of  social  prestige.

Financial  fanatics 
purposefully  implicate  'GOD.'  'GOD' 
has  become  one  of  their  most  simjie 


verbal  devices-, .  "^y  which  they 
hope  to  stimulate  mass  credulity 
for  their  particular  endeavor-of- 
the -moment. 

In  reality,  God  has  nothing  to 
do  with  their  schemes— HE  is  HOT 
omnipotently  a  party  to  their  po- 
litico-financial chicanery,  nor 
is  HE  responsible  for  a  victim's 
gullibility.  HOW  an  Intended  vic- 
tim's response  has  been  CONDI- 
TIONED is  what  can  get  him,  eithar 
IN,  or  keep  him  OUT,  OF  TROUBLE. 
During  this  20th  century  a  nev; 
word  to  describe  this  IN-or-OUT 
situation  has  come  into  being. 
That  word  is  APARTHEID*  Few,  if 
any,  American  dictionaries  list 
APARTHEID.

Hence  APARTHEID  refers  to  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  a  part  of,  al- 
though Intentionally  separated 
from  within,  any  given  considera- 
tion, be  it  'God,'  Financial  In- 
vestment, Sales  Contract,  etc. 

FINANC lAL  APARTIffil^ 

Financial  Apartheid  m.eans  the 
policy  of  financially  separating 
the  have  from  the  havenots  v/ithin 
the  Price  System.  Too,  that  sepa- 
ration concerns  Itself  by  means 
of  skin  color,  nationality,  noiala^ 
resources — such  as  gold,  diamonds, 
silver,  tin  whistles  or  what-have- 
you.  When  skin-color,  nationali- 
ty, religion,  morals,  resources, 
FAIL  TO  PRESERVE  THE  'VALUE'  OF 
MONEY,  THE  ONLY  REMAINING  PEI:3UA^ 
TION  THE  FINANCIAL  FANATICS  CAN 
THINK  ABOUT  IS  THAT  OF  APELYING 
THE  FORCE  OF  WAR. 

The  entire  apartheid  affair  in 
South  Africa  historically  can  be 
traced  back  to  Price  System  err/led, 
jealousies  and  their  responding 
acts  of  ill-will.  As  late  as  1350, 
the  entire  Continent  of  Africa, 
except  for  Egypt  and  certain  other

Here 
also,  the  forests,  the  mountains, 
the  inland  seas,  and  gigantic  riv- 
ers had  been  undisturbed  by  large 
PRICE  SYSTEM  INVESTMENTS,  except 
for  that  definite  Price  System  in- 
stitution of  commercial  slave-trad- 
ing. During  the  1880s,  the  Dutch 
and  British  settlers,  and  other  Eu-

sources the  'heathen'  natives  of 
Africa  might  have, 

in   1884,  GOLD  was  discovered  in 
the  Transvaal  area.  Oold--lota  of 
it— and  later  the  Kimberley  DIA- 
MOI-TDS  spurred  Europeans'  INVEST- 
MENTS In  Africa,  Then  followed  the 
exploitation  of  copper  mines  around 
Namaqualand;  silver  mines  within 
50  miles  of  Johannesburg.  Among 
South  Africa's  other  mineral  re- 
sources for  INVESTMENT  purposes 
were  platinum,  plumbago  (graphite), 
manganese,  the  finest  of  marble, 
other  building  stones  and  lime. 
South  Africa's  climate  was  inviting 
to  Whites,   By  October  1889,  the 
Ultlanders  (outlanders)  had  made  a 
grand  mess  of  things,   APARTHEID 
APRICANO  was  growing.   Came  the 
Boer  war  which  officially  lasted 
until  May  1902,  but  the  basic  ele- 
ments of  conflict  continued, 

APM?THEID  AJffiRICANO 

APARTHEID  AMERICANO— SEGREGATED 
DOLLAR  INVESTMENTS— are  not  a  new 
social  phenomenon,  even  though  the 
word  'apartheid'  may  be  new  to  many 
Americans,  With  the  beginning  of 
trie  settlement  of  America  during 
the  early  17th  century,  through  the 
eight  periods  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  WHO  spiked  WHOSE  UNDERTAKINGS 
with  European  bribes?  And,  consi- 
der that  the  War  of  SecessionC 1861 
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-1865) ,  commonly  called  the  Amer- 
ican Civil  War,  was  NOT  fought  to 
'free  the  slaves'  as  moralists 
contend.   It  was  fought  primarily 
to  keep  the  FINANCIAL  IirVESTMENTS 
ALREADY  MADE  IN  AI.ERICA  from  be- 
ing altered  or  from  being  wiped 
out.   In  England  in  1363,  a  lav/ 
had  been  passed  which  had  desig- 
nated at  least  seven  different 
social  classes.   This  law  had  set 
a  'modern'  standard.   Thereafter 
European  INVESTMENT  (from  ANY  na- 
tional origin)  anywhere  In  the 
world,  became  the  means  used  to 
PRESERVE  EUROPEAN  SOCIAL  STATUS- 
PRESERVE  PRICE  SYSTEM  FIXATIONS 
for  the  supremacy  of  the  WESTERN 
world.

Not  because 
one  European  nation  was  more  or

With  some  of  yovir 
capital  that  you  are  willing  thus 
to  risk  you  can  huy  §f ocks  of  the 
better  gold-mining  companies  in  Can- 
ada and  South  Africa.  (2).  To  the 
extent  that  you  are  willing  to  sac- 
rifice income  from  some  of  yotir 
capital  (perhaps  "because  little  of 
the  income  is  left  for  you  if  you 
are  subject  to  a  high  income-tax 
bracket),  you  can  buy  gold  to  be 
held  for  you  by  a  Swiss  bank.  ••• 
Stocks  of  foreign  gold-mining  corn- 
pa. lies  will  later  be  convertible 
to  gold,  and  of  course  gold  held 
abroad  can  be  brought  home  eventu- 
ally when  the  financial  follies  of 
recent  decades  are  superseded  by 
sound  money-credit  policies.  At  that 
time  gold  owned  or  obtained  abroad 
by  American  citizens  can  be  brought 
here., .as  the  needed  base  for  a 
soiond  money-credit  system, 

'A  second  reason  why  the  action 
suggested  would  help  the  United 
States  in  the  long  run  is  that  It 
would  increase  the  pressure  on  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,  the  U.S» 
Treasury,  and  the  politicians  in 
power,  thereby  reinforcing  resis- 
tance to  a  continuation  of  recent 
trend3.   In  effect,  the  citizens 
who  act  as  suggested  will  be  tsiking 
gold  from  the  Treasury  holdings  arsi 
placing  it  in  safekeeping  abroad.
